The Council for 1887 have now to submit to the Ratepayers the 
usual statement of accounts and report of their proceedings during the 
past year. 

On the 8rd March the present Council, along with the members 
of the Council for 1886, inspected the Police Force in the yard of 
the Central Station, where the men were drawn up for inspection, 

Mr. A. G. Woop, as Chairman of the outgoing Council, 
complimented the men upon their smart appearance on parade, and 
informed them that he had much pleasure in expressing the 
satisfaction of the Council for 1886 at the efficient manner in which all 
the members of the force had performed their duties during the past year, 
and he hoped that the relations between the new Council and the 
Police would continue of the same friendly nature as at present. 

The two Councils then returned to the Board Room, where 
Mr. Woop intimated that there was no outstanding business of any 
importance to which it was necessary to specially direct the attention 
of the new Council, and the old members then withdrew, Mr. Macugan 
having in their name expressed his great gratification at the amicable 
manner in which all Municipal matters had been conducted during their 
year of office.

DEFENCE MATTERS. 


8.. V.--C. 


The efficiency of the Volunteer Corps, which had to some extent 
fallen off during 1886, appears to have improved during 1887, though at 
the date of the annual inspection in’ Spring it was still behind the 
standard of the previous year as regards numbers and attendance. 

The musters at the occasional parades during the off season have been 
satisfactory, the efficiency of the officers, especially among the infantry, 
continues to advance, and considerable interest is taken in the monthly 
rifle competitions, which do much to raise the standard of excellence 
among the fine shots, while some progress continues to be made in 
teaching the ordinary shots to use their rifles to advantage in the ranks. 
It is in the department of musketry, however, that there is still the 
greatest room for improvement. 

The condition of No, 4 Company of Infantry had long been 
unsatisfactory. It appeared to be difficult, if not impossible, to keep up 
a supply of suitable recruits, and the company, early in the year, held a 
meeting at which it was agreed to dissolve the company. The officers 
accordingly resigned their Commissions and the Council accepted them, 
assuring the late officers that they fully appreciated the manner in which 
they had striven to perform their duties under great difficulties, 

No change of importance has taken place in any of the other 
branches. 

Shortly before the training season the Artillery were armed with 
carbines and sword-bayonets. Each mam carries his sword, and two 
carbines are carried on each limber and on each wagon, 
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The Light Horse are also armed with carbines (of the same 
pattern as the Artillery) which they carry slung across the back. This 
will render them available as Mounted Infantry, if time can be found to 
give them the necessary instruction. . 

At the beginning of the year application was made to Major- 
General Cameron to allow an officer to come to Shanghai to inspect : 
the Corps, and Major Cuayror was appointed to undertake this dale 
The following letters refer to this :— 


Shanghai, 6th January 1887. 


S1r,—The Annual Inspection of the Shanghai Volunteers is arranged to 
take place on the 2nd April, and as the Municipal Council desire to have the 
report of a qualified officer upon the general efficiency of the Corps, I have the 
honor to enquire whether Your Excellency will appoint an officer to come here 
to assist at the Inspection, as you have been good enough to do in former years, 

By desire of the Major Commanding the Volunteers I have also the honor 
to request that you will allow the Corps during the training season next March 
the services of two Drill Sergeants, one for the Artillery and the other for the 
Infantry, the latter to be well up in the new musketry instruction and to remain 
here a short time after the Inspection on the 2nd April, 

As many of the Arms now in store and in use by the Volunteers require to 
be repaired, aud there is no one here competent to do the work, the Council 
would feel much obliged if you could also allow them the services of an 
Armourer who can re-brown rifles; the man to come here towards the end of 
March, 

The Council have in store all the duplicate parts and all appliances 
necessary for the repairs of rifles, but nothing for re-browning them, so the 
Armourer will have to bring with him whatever may be required for this 
purpose, 

Should you be able to allow the Volunteers the services of these men, the 
Council will of course pay all expenses connected with their visit to Shanghai.

§1r,—I have the honour to forward, for the information of yourself and the 
Municipal Council and for transmission to the Officer Commanding the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps, the accompanying copy of the Inspection Report from Major 
Cuaytor, 2nd Northamptonshire Regiment. 

I remark that the numerical strength of the Corps has fallen off considerably 
since last year and that even out of the reduced number, forty-eight members 
were absent with leave and twenty-two without, 

What the number of absentees was at the drills during the month of March 
there is nothing in the papers I have before me to show, The attendance on the 
part of each individual Volunteer at the parades during the month preparatory 
to the Inspection should be shewn, and it would be well in future if a return for ~ 
this purpose was rendered for your information and that of the Inspecting 
Officer. 
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I am glad to learn that more attention has been paid to Volley and 
-Independent Firing and that the results have been, in the opinion of the 
Inspecting Officer, satisfactory ;—this combined firing, as pointed out by me last . 
year, is a most important factor in the system of instruction, 

In other respects also I understand that the suggestions I offered last year 
have been acted upon, as far as circumstances would permit, showing: the good 
spirit and desire to learn on the part of the members of the Corps, 

I have nothing to add to what I said last year regarding the system of 
instruction to be adopted, and I am pleased on perusing the General Orders 
issued by the Officer Commanding the Corps to observe that every effort has 
been made to improve the efficiency of the Shanghai Volunteers, 

I take the same interest as ever in them and can only repeat the remarks 
I made on a former occasion, that I shall always be ready and willing to afford 
every assistance in my power; and I hope to see, both in the interests of the 
Community of Shanghai and before leaving this Command early next year, a 
considerable increase in the strength of the Corps,

S1r,—I have the honour to report that according to orders I proceeded to 
Shanghai and inspected the Volunteer Corps. During the ten days preceding 
the date fixed for the Inspection (2nd April) I saw each arm frequently, both 
separately on their private parades and together. I also saw the Infantry 
volley-firing on the range, and the Artillery at practice. I found the Com- 
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mandant, Major MorRIsoNn, well able to drill and instruct the Cavalry and 
Artillery, as well as the Infantry, in which branch he showed that he had a very 
good knowledge of drill, The Light Horse improved considerably in the ten days 
I was at Shanghai; some of the ponies were very unsteady and not sufficiently 
trained, but considering the short time at. disposal their performance was 
creditable ; I consider them fortunate in having so good an instructor as 
Captain Hover, 

Isaw the Artillery at Gun-drill, Practice, and Field mancuvres, In the 
latter they ghewed a little hesitation and uncertainty which no doubt would 
disappear with more practice, The ponies were not very well trained, and two 
ponies to each gun seemed hardly sufficient, consequently the movements were 
not executed very smartly. Though armed with carbines they did not carry 
them ; they are making arrangements to carry two on the limbers, and as they do 
not take out the waggons will only carry two carbines for each gun detachment. 
They showed a very good knowledge of gun drill, in which the officers and 
instructor, Sergeant-Major HoLuipay, appeared thoroughly well up, and able to 
give instruction in all the details. They also made good practice, 

The Infantry I saw at Squad, Company, and Battalion drill, also at Volley- 
firing. The drill was good, especially the Battalion drill, in which, with very 
unequal companies, they went through manceuvres with great steadiness, In 
Volley-firing the performance was good, although the range fired at (200 yards) 
was short, still there were very few misses. The stop butt is so small that 
perhaps it would not be safe to fire at longer distances, but I think that the size 
of the target might be reduced, with advantage. 

Several of the Officers, Captains and Subalterns presented. themselves for 
examination, which I carried out as directed in Queen’s Regulations for subject 
b (1) Drill; all obtained the qualifying number of marks, I think that a little 
more knowledge of duties-of Advance Guards and Outposts would be an 
advantage, 

I found the arms and accoutrements in good order. I consider all that I 
saw, very creditable to all concerned, “Everyone showed great zeal and anxiety 
to learn, and the improvement made by all during the last ten days was most 
marked,

The total strength at that date was 271, shewing a state of affairs 
only a little better than 1883, when the total strength of the Corps was 
261 and the number present at the inspection 189. 

The training preparatory to the inspection was similar to that of 
previous years except that less time was devoted to long-range shooting 
and more to short-range shooting and volley-firing. 

After the training a list of efficients was made out as follows:

All the arms in the possessi-n of the Corps were examined and 

repaired by an armourer from Hongkong, soon after the training. » As 
the arms had not been thoroughly examined for some years the following 
report is put on record:— 
: Shanghai, 14th July 1887. 

S1r,—I have the honour to make the following report relative to the arms 
and accoutrements of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps. 

The arms do not appear to have been called in for examination and repair 
since the Corps was re-organized in 1878, and I therefore recommended that 
application should be made to the General Commanding the British Forces in 
Hongkong to allow an armourer to come up and repair all the arms belonging to 
the Corps. - 

This recommendation having been approved of and acted on, an armourer 
arrived here during March, and all the arms (except the new carbines issued this 

~ year) were called in and examined and repaired, 

Thus all the arms, except the 8 old pattern carbines alluded to below, have 
passed through the Sergt,-Major’s hands since 1st January, 

As the arms were in course of repair on 3lst March, I decided to omit the 
ordinary quarterly inspection at that date, but I arranged for a specially careful 
inspection of arms, accoutrements and ammunition on 30th June, 

The enclosed report from the officers appointed to inspect will show the 
points to which attention was directed and will make it clear that the returns of 

» arms and ammunition may be taken as absolutely correct and that no error of any 
consequence can exist in the column shewing the accoutrements in possession of. 
members, As to the column shewing those in store there never of course has been 
any difficulty. 

The accoutrements in store were carefully examined towards the end of June 
and a large number of old ones condemned and written off the list. 

In accordance with the decision of the armourer 665 old pattern rifles, 8 new 
pattern rifles, and 1 old pattern carbine were condemned and destroyed, leaving 
the total stock of small arms belonging to the Volunteer Corps including those 
lent to the Police (but not including those which belong to the Police Force)

In addition to these there are 8 old pattern Martini-Henri carbines unaccounted 
for, that is, they appear to be still in the possession of former members of the 
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Light Horse who did not return them into store when they resigned. The same 
remarks refer to several carbine buckets, saddle-cloths, chain-reins, old pattern 
Light Horse swords, and sword-belts, etc. These have for the present been 
retained on the lists and every effort will be made to recover them before the 
end of December, at which date I recommend that all accoutrements not accounted 
for be written off the list. 

I further recommend that the issue of spurs to the Light Horse be discon- 
tinued. After spur boxes have been fitted to boots they cannot be returned, and 
it is a very small matter for members to provide their own, It might; however, 
be well to keep a few pairs for issue at cost price. Those now in posssesion of 
members have been written off the lists. 

As soon as possible I intend to arrange that the issue of all Light Horse arms 
and accoutrements be placed entirely in the hands of the Sergt.-Major, as in no 
other way can a correct record be kept. 

The two rifles which are missing have been written off the lists, as there is 
very little chance of their ever being recovered. 

The artillery ammunition has been very carefully inspected by Lieutenant 
Noiit and all the boxes carefully marked so as to be readily recognized, 

The usual returns are enclosed.

According to instructions the undersigned have made the usual inspection of 
arms, etc, for the quarter ending 30th June 1887, and beg to report as follows :— 

1.—A number of old belts and other accoutrements proving on examination 
to be useless have been condemned, 

2.—The rifles in the armoury have been checked off one by one according to 
number with those shown in the Sergeant-Major’s Register: there are two rifles 
missing which it appears were issued to two men of No, 2 Company, who on 
leaving Shanghai did not return their rifles to the armoury. With this onienten 
the Kegister is correct. 
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3.—All the condemned rifles have been properly written off the Register, 
which shows that all rifles have been examined ; the bayonets have been counted 
and found correct, 

4.—Rough copies of the lists of accoutrements, &c., supposed to belong to the 
Light Horse and Artillery have been forwarded respectively to Captain HoueH 
and Lieutenant Noi. ; these copies have been corrected and verified. 

5,—The boxes of ammunition were also carefully inspected, and we are satisfied 
that the contents are correctly described in the armoury book, 

6.—The whole of the accoutrements were counted, compared with the official 
returns, and found correct.

Artillery Ponies.—During the year 8 ponies have been constantly 
kept for the Artillery.

‘Electric Lamps.—The arrangement with. the Shanghai Electric 
Company, for lighting certain portions of the Settlement, has been 
continued during the year and still remains in force. 


LicEnsEs. 


During the past year there has been a large addition to the number 
of native residents in the Settlement, and the amount collected for 
license fees is again considerably over the estimates, the excess for 
the year being nearly Tls. 6,200. 

The total amount of fees collected is Tls. 96,500, against Tis. 91,300 
last year, an increave of Tls. 5,200, of which the greater portion has as 
usual been derived from the fees on carriages, jin-rik-shas, and opium- 
shops, but nearly all have produced rather more than last year. 

Opium-Shops.—The average number licensed each month has been 
about 900, against 840 last year, and the fees amount to Tis. 27,600 
against Tls. 26,000. 
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— Pawn-Shops-—A few additional shops have been opened during 
year, the following being the number licensed each quarter compared 
ith last year :—

Carriages. —The number of licenses issued has averaged fully 220 
» r month, against 177 last year, or 2,640 for the whole year, against 
, and the fees collected amount to Tis. 8,200, against Tls. 6,870. 


 Wheelbarrows.—Have rather decreased in number, only 23,000, or 
,900 per month, having been licensed, against 24,600, or 2,050 per 
ith, last year. The fees amount to Tls. 5,650, against Tis. 6,000 
_ Native Water-Carts—Are still decreasing in number, the fees 
lected only amounting to Tls. 350, against Tls. 577 last year, and 
Is. 720 in 1885 ; for the whole year 240 have been licensed, against 395 
st year, and 496 in 1885.

Forrienerrs. 


Three deaths occurred in this branch of the Force during 1887: 
‘two of the men were Citizens of the United States, and the other an 
Englishman. The Agreenients entered into with sixteen of the Foreign 
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members of the Force expire during 1888, and as most of them are good, 
reliable men, well acquainted with Police work and the requirements of 
the Settlements, I would beg to suggest the advisability of retaining 
their services. With few exceptions the conduct, of this foreign branch 
of the Force, has been very good. 


Inpians. - 


These men are doing their work in a fairly satisfactory way, as the 
absence of any serious collisions at the different street-crossings will 
show. Their work is very trying (especially during the winter) and 


requires vigilance and constant care and attention. Two Indian troopers - 


now patrol the Bubbling Well Road during the afternoon; this 
addition has been made in consequence of the increased traffic on the road, 
with satisfactory results. A trooper also patrols the Yangtazepoo Road 
during the night and visits the Point at least once during his tour of 
duty, with the result that no case of a foreigner being taken into the 
country and robbed has occurred. ; 


Natives. 


There is a general improvement in the way in which the Native 
Members of the Force are performing their duties, more especially during 
the night; all doors and windows are tried, and if they are found to 
be insecurely fastened, the occupant of the house is called: this is some- 
times a thankless task, as instead of being encouraged, the Constables 
often get abused. The native detectives also work fairly well, as the 
proportion of property recovered to the amount stolen will show. 


Srarions, 


The much-needed new station in the Louza District will be con- 
structed during 1888, and although the position is not as central as could 
be desired, it is the best that could be obtained. A certain portion of 
this station will be set apart for the accommodation of Native Constables, 
which will greatly improve the working of the district, as there will 
always be a number of men in the Station in case their services are 


29 


required. It would be a great boon to the men, as well as an improve- 

ment in the working of the force generally, if quarters at each of the 
stations were provided for the” accommodation, of at least a portion, of 
the Native members of the Police. 


Gaon. 


- The weekly average of prisoners confined in the Municipal Gaol 
during 1887 was 95.38 against 75 51 in 1886, 78.36 in 1885 and 77.36 
in 1884; if the number of prisoners goes on increasing in the same 
B- proportion, as between 1886 and 1887, the gaol accommodation will 
_ have to be largely increased. I do not think simple imprisonment is a 
sufficiently deterrent punishment, especially for old offenders, and I 
_ would beg to suggest that a number of cells be constructed on the 
separate system, where old offenders can be kept apart from the rest of 
_ the prisoners. Several cases of prisoners “squeezing” each other have 
been brought before the Mixed Court, and the guilty parties severely 
“punished. The greatest number of prisoners confined on any one day 
_ during the year was 139 on the 17th of December. 


| Crime. 


\ A girl died from the effects of opium, self-administered, and five 

ple were taken before the Mixed Court for being instrumental in 
ng her death ; they were sent to the City Magistrate. One female 
as sent to the city for having strangled her husband while he was 
ag on his bed drunk. 

A Japanese was sent to Japan for trial for causing the death 
a Native. The Native entered the house of the Japanese in 
skew to steal, and while removing the stolen articles, he was 
urbed, and chased by the Japanese with a drawn sword, and killed a 
undred yards from the house. The body of the Native was 
ized as that of an old offender, and a portion of the property 
was found in the pocket of the clothing as well as pawn-tickets 
to the proceeds of a former robbery. 
th the above exceptions there has been no crime of a serious 
the Settlements, 
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A great many of the larcenies committed are entirely owing to 
carelessness; the people go out and either leave their doors open or do 
not securely fasten them. If they would only be careful to see their 
doors and windows secure, there would be far fewer larcenies, etc., to 
record. 

Seven hundred and forty-six thousand spurious cash has been 
seized in the Settlements during the year. 


Srornace or Kenosine Om. 


It is most desirable that some improvements should be made in the 
storage of Kerosine oil; the only regulation at present in force is, that no 
shop is allowed to store more than ten cases. 


There are at present 288 shops kept by Natives selling kerosine in 
the Settlements, viz., 144 in Hongkew and the same number in the 
English Settlement. Several of these shops adjoin each other, and 
when it is taken into consideration that they are each allowed to store 
100 gallons of oil without restrictions, it can be easily understood, if a 
fire does break ont, what the chances are of its spreading. 


I would beg to suggest for the consideration of the Council, that 
in future no shop should be allowed to sell kerosine oil without a license, 
and to this license should be appended, such regulations for the safe 
storage of the oil, as may be deemed needful. 


Common Lopaixe-Housrs anp Mantnr or Seconp-Hanp 
, 


Snor-Keerers. 


The licensing of these houses is most desirable for the peace and 
good order of the Settlements. The lodging-houses are in many cases the 
resort of thieves and bad characters; and the second-hand shops are 
the receptacles for stolen property. The lodging-houses are visited 
several times weekly, yet still they are constantly found harbouring bad 
characters. The second-hand shops can at present only be searched 
under a warrant from the Magistrate, and I see no reason why their 
shops should be exempt, when free access is allowed to pawn-shops. 
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Siex-Boarvs, ETC. 


I would beg to call the attention of the Council to the numerous 
hanging sign-boards in the Settlements. These sign-boards are a great, 
_ obstruction to the side-walks and are of very little use to the shop- 
_ keepers, Sign-boards placed over the shops or against the wall would . 
be equally useful in attracting customers ; and I feel sure if an order was. 
given for all sign-boards to be removed, without excepting any street or 
locality, there would be very little opposition to it on the part of the 
shop-keepers. 

___ Sign-boards crossing the streets from side to side are also a source of 
public danger, especially in case of fire. I had the honor of addressing 
the Council as to the advisability of removing them in May 1886. 


TraFrio, 


The traffic in the streets has largely increased during the past few 
years; many of the streets are far too narrow for the increasing 
 trallic which passes through them. In the month of December there 
were no less than 2,897 jin-ric-shas and 2,305 wheel-barrows licensed by 
the Council ; in addition to this there are from five to six hundred private 
jin-ric-shas, and a good many sedan chairs as well as licensed, and private é 
carriages. The total number of jin-ric-shas licensed by the Council 
during 1887 was 31,439, against 29,113 in 1886, and 24,008 in 1884, 

- showing an increase in 1887 over 1884 of 7,431 vehicles, representing an 
increase in revenue of $10,646.50. E 


MisceLiangous. 


Daring the year 1887 twelve thousand four hundred and eighty-six 
‘persons have been atrested for vagrancy, rag-picking, ete., and seven 
thousand nine hundred and seventy-three jin-ric-sha licenses have been 
suspended for dirty jin-ric-sha, or coolie, or touting for hire, and obstruc- 
tion, One thousand three hundred and ninety-seven dogs have been 
7 captured and destroyed. In all twenty-five thousand seven hundred and 
“seventy-four persons came under the notice of the Police for various 
“offences, yiz., twenty-five thousand three hundred and seventy-eight 
Natives and three hundred and ninety-six Foteigners.

The total value of property reported stolen at the different 
stations during the year 1887 amounted to $47,136.80 ; from this sum 
must be deducted false reports, reports of a doubtful nature, and reports 
of property stolen out of the limits of the Settlements $9,029.99; leaving 
the actual amount reported stolen in the Settlements at $38,106.81 ; 
$26,079.95 was recovered by the Police, or seven tenths of the total 
amount stolen in the Settlements. 

In conclusion, I may mention that 654 new houses have been built 
in the Settlements during 1887. :

Breakina-1n Pontes. 


The following correspondence refers to the alteration made in the 
hours during which the breaking-in of ponies torharness is allowed on 
the Bubbling Well road. 

Shanghai, 14th March 1887, 

Srn,—I beg to call your attention to the practice of breaking-in ponies in 
harness on the Bubbling Well road ; this is permitted from daylight until 3 p.m, 
by Police Regulation No, 4, 

This most dangerous practice has in several instances nearly resulted in serious 
accidents, and is the cause of much complaint among the residents in that vicinity, 
who now contribute to the policing of the road, and think they are entitled to 
have such regulations made as will do away with such a danger ; and commending 
the subject to your careful consideration,

S1r,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 14th instant, 
directing the attention of the Council to the practice of breaking-in ponies to 
harness upon the Bubbling Well road, which under the Police regulations is 
allowed from daylight till 3 p.m.,and requesting that some alteration may be made 
80 as to avoid all risk of accidents taking place, 
In reply I beg to say that the Police report that no serious accidents caused 
‘by this practice have come to their knowledge, and no complaints, till now, have 
been made to the Council about it by any of the residents on the road. In 
compliance however with your request, the Police have now been instructed that 
the breaking-in of ponies to harness is to be confined as much as possible to the 
Siccawei road, and the different livery stable keepers have been told that in 
future it will only be allowed upon the Bubbling Well road from daylight 
until mid-day,

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NUISANCE BRANCH. 


The Inspector reports that during the past year the streets and 
alley-ways in the foreign Settlements haye been swept and cleaned twice 
daily, and have generally been kept in a satisfactory state although 
garbage is still put out on them after the regulation hours. 

The number of cart-loads of garbage collected during the year has 
been, in the— 


English Settlement ... 26,211, against 25,920 last year,

being an increase of 700 cart-loads ; and in addition to the above 4,068 
cart-loads of sand and scrapings have been collected from the side- 
channels and roads, 

The street-sinks have been cleaned out regularly once every three 
weeks, and about 4,000 cart-loads of deposit have been removed from 
them during the year. 

In September last the attention of the Council was directed to the 
nuisance caused by the large quantities of garbage which are allowed to 
accumulate on the Fearon road, and on the foreshore at the end of the 
Ohekiang road, waiting for the boats by which it is carried away into the 
country, and the Inspector was directed to report upon the steps 
necessary to be taken in order to abate the nuisance, In October he 
reported as follows: — There are great difficulties in the way of getting 
rid at once of the garbage deposited on the Fearon road, previous to its 
being removed into the country, as boats cannot load at the side of the 
Hongkew creek without grounding at low water; so they are obliged to 
remain there until the next tide; and in the meantime the garbage 
brought in the carts must be deposited upon the road, where it remains 
until other boats can come up to load.” In order to get over this 
difficulty he suggested that a flat-bottomed boat, or scow, should be 
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built and moored in the creek close to the bunding, into which the carts 
could shoot the garbage, so as to avoid depositing it on the road, and as 
there will always be water enough outside the scow for the boats to load 

“and get away at once, the garbage will not require to remain in it for 
any time. 

With regard to the Chekiang road, he recommended that the 
contractor should be allowed to employ some additional boats and coolies 
when necessary, the Council paying for the hire of them, and that a fine 
of $5 should be inflicted on him if all the garbage is not cleared away 
every afternoon. 

Both these suggestions have been acted upon. ‘A scow has been 
built by Messrs. Farnaam & Co., costing Tls. 380, and is moored in 
the Hongkew Creek, into which the carts shoot the-garbage at once, 
without depositing it on the Fearon road, and the contractor has been 
allowed for the hire of 2 or 3 additional coolies and one boat. So 
far the new system has worked very well, and it has only been necessary 
to inflict the fine of $5 on two occasions. 

The new market off the Nanking road has been cleaned daily, and 
well washed down with water from the hydrants. The floor requires con- 
siderable repairs, and the Inspector recommends that it should either be 
paved or laid with concrete. An additional shed should also be-provided, 
and the passages between the present sheds covered in, which would 
afford protection for about 140 stalls which, with their customers, are 
now quite exposed to all changes of the weather. 

A small, but exceedingly offensive stagnant ditch or pond, near the 
Spanish Consulate, has been filled in with earth and the nuisance abated. 

The native urinal off the Nanking road has been reconstructed 
upon an improved plan, which has entirely done away with the offensive 
stench from it which formerly was a nuisance to everyone passing in that 
neighbourhood. As this improvement has been effected at a small expense, 
it is strongly recommended that similar urinals should be erected in 
some of the more crowded streets, and supplied with water in the same 
way as the one in Nanking road. 

The night-soil contractor has performed his work in a satisfactory 
manner, and few complaints have been made about non-attendance or 
irregularity on the part of his coolies. 
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Smoke axp S1gzam-Waistzs. 


In June last Messrs. Symons, Sewser & Co. complained of the 
smoke from the chimney of the Tah Tung Photo-Lithographie establish- 
ment on the Defence Creek, which, when the wind is easterly, is blown 
into the, Horse Bazaar stables, and is so injurious to the health of the 
ponies kept there, that. the owners have intimated to them that unless the 
nuisance is abated they will be compelled to remove their ponies. 


Shortly afterwards some residents on the Bubbling Well road 
complained of the continuous blowing of a steam-whistle at the same 
- place, and to the annoyance caused to them by the smoke from the 
chimney, which blows into their houses, and compels them to keep their 
windows closed, to their great inconvenience and discomfort during the 
warm weather, : 


In consequence of these complaints the owner of the establishment 
was called upon to abate the nuisance, which he promised to do by having 
the height of the chimney increased so as to carry the smoke from his 
premises clear of the Horse Bazaar and the houses on the Bubbling 
Well road, and to use the steam-whistle as seldom as possible. 


The height of the chimney was increased as promised, without 
however having much effect; but as the use of the steam-whistle was 
continued, Tah Tung and the owners of some other establishments in this 
neighbourhood, where similar whistles are used, were taken before the 
Mixed Court, and were ordered by the Magistrate to abate the nuisance 
and to make use of bells instead of whistles to summon thélr workmen, 
but as yet they have not paid much attention to the order. 


Annexed is some of the correspondence on the subject.

DEAR S1R,—We shall be glad if you will bring to the notice of the Council 
a nuisance that has arisen, close to the Horse Bazaar, on the East side of the 
Defence Creek; we refer to the smoke that comes from the chimney erected 
on the premises of the Dah Doong Photo-Lithographic Company: being so near, 
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when the wind is Easterly, the smoke is blown into the Horse Bazaar Yard, 
and enters the office and stables, making them untenable. We shall feel 
greatly obliged if the Council will give this matter consideration, and see if steps 
can be taken to abate the nuisance,

he possibly can so that his business shall not be a nuisance to his neighbours ; he 
says he will, if possible, have the chimney raised 10 or 12 feet higher, which he 
hopes will carry the smoke sufficiently high, before discharging it, that it will 
pass over the Horse Bazaar buildings. I may mention that @ similar establish- 
ment is getting into working order on the South side of Nankin Road, quite close 
to and adjoining the Carriage Factory of the Horse Bazaar; their boiler was 
put into position yesterday, and a single wall only separates it from the Carriage 
Factory.

But recently the number of licensed carriages is rapidly increasing and they 
go about the streets of the Settlement from night till morning and make noise all 
the time, We therefore beg that the Council will be pleased to stop these carriages 
going about after 1,30a.m, By so doing the residents in the Settlement will be 
greatly obliged,

Srr,—Having seen an article in the Shen Pao of the 17th August, stating that 
the Municipal Council have decided that all carriages going to, and returning 
from the Bubbling Well are to pass along the Sinza road, we, the undersigned, 
have therefore repeatedly considered the matter, and now beg to suggest to the 
Council the advisability of making a regulation prohibiting all carriages from 
going to the Bubbling Well after 1 a.m, 

It is well known that all business men should work during the day and sleep 
during the night, therefore everyone should remain at home after midnight, 
Those who make a practice of going out after 1 a.m, are in our opinion men of low 
class, therefore the regulations which we recommend can be passed without 
causing any inconvenience to the public,

A great many complaints have been made during the past year 
about the overloading of wheelbarrows, their obstruction of traffic, and 
the great inconvenience and danger caused to residents, owing to the 
large number of them which are now employed in bringing goods from ~ 
the wharves in Hongkew into this Settlement, most of them being 
loaded in such way that the coolies in charge cannot see before them, 
and are often quite unable to get out of the way of passing carriages. 

As wheelbarrows carrying heavy loads are prohibited from crossing 
over the Garden bridge, nearly all cross by the Szechuen road bridge, 
and pass along the Szechuen road, which, being rather narrow, is 
sometimes so obstructed by them that all other traffic along it is 
almost completely stopped. 

In order to abate this nuisance as mnch as possible the annexed 
regulations have been drawn up, by which the loads allowed to be carried 
are limited to certain weights and dimensions; and to compensate in 
some measure for the damage done by them to the roads, it is recom- 
mended that next year the license fee for wheelbarrows should be 
increased very considerably. 


Wheelbarrow Regulations. 


1.—No wheelbarrow shall carry more than— 
6 half-chests tea, 
8 boxes kerosine oil. 
20 half-boxes soap—30lbs. each. 
10 boxes » —52lbs. 4, 
2 bales American piece goods. 


2.—The width of the packages shal] not exceed 5ft. 6in., that is 
2ft. Yin. on each side of the barrow. 

3.—No packages, however light they may be, can be carried if they 
in any way obstruct the coolie from seeing clearly over and on 
all sides of the packages. 
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4.—No packages can be carried of a cumbersome or unwieldy size 
which may be likely to cause an obstruction on the road or be 
dangerous to the passengers or carriage traffic. 

5.—No wheelbarrow shall be allowed under any circumstances to 
carry more than G00lbs. dead weight. 


JIN-RIK-SHAS. 


Attention having been directed to the fact that the natives are in 
the habit of making use of jin-rik-shas to carry all sorts of articles, 
including meat, fish, vegetables, and furniture, etc, and that it is 
frequently exceedingly difficult to find a clean one, instructions were 
given to the police to strictly enforce the regulation which provides that 
only clean jin-rik-shas are allowed to ply in the Settlement, and to see 
that none are licensed which are not in thoroughly good order. 


Furious Drivine. 


Several accidents having occurred during the year owing to the 
furious and reckless driving which frequently takes place in the public 
streets, the police have been instructed to strictly enforce the regulation 
which authorizes them to arrest any person who shall ride, or drive 
furiously, any horse or carriage, to the common danger of passengers. 


Fiusuine Draiys. 


In December last the attention of the Council was directed to the 
stench said to be emanating from some of the drains in the Settlement 
owing to the long continuance of dry weather, and the Surveyor was 
instructed to arrange with the Waterworks Co. for having them flushed, 
employing for this purpose the surplus supply of water not required for 
watering roads, and this has been done. 
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On examination all the drains were found to be in good working 
order, with a deposit of only four to six inches in them, which is prac- 
tically nothing in a large drain, all the main and most of the subsidiary 
drains being flushed by the river-water at high tides. 


Tea-Houses 1x Foocnow Roan. 


The Senior Consul having informed the Council about the beginning 
of the year that the Native authorities had written to him complaining 
of the disorderly proceedings at some of the establishments in the 
Foochow road, the following notice was sent to the proprietors of them : 


MUNICIPAL NOTIFICATION, 


The Municipal Council having been informed by the Senior Consul that the 
Taotai has represented to him that disreputable women are in the habit of visiting 
the Tea-Houses in Foochow road for the purpose of singing obscene and indecent 
songs, notice is hereby given to the proprietors of these establishments, that the 
singing of obscene songs is strictly prohibited under the licences granted to them, 
and the Police have been instructed to arrest any persons offending against this 
regulation, and to take them before the Mixed Court, 


Immorat Prays, Booxs, ero. 


In compliance with the requests contained in the annexed letters, 
the Proclamations referred to were handed to the police to be posted in 
the Settlements,

MARKET BRANCH. 


The Inspector reports that during the past year he has visited the 
markets and butcher shops daily and has always found them well supplied 
with good and wholesome articles of food. He has also visited the 
slaughter-houses daily and inspected the cattle kept at them; the grease- 
shops have been inspected twice daily, and a record kept of all the 


’ 
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animals brought to them. All the meat rejected as unfit for the 
foreign market, and the flesh of all animals brought to them dead, or 
slaughtered at these establishments, go into native consumption. 


The number of animals slaughtered during the year to supply the 
foreign markets has been—

showing a total decrease of about 1,700 head, which most probably is 
owing to there having been fewer men-of-war in port during the year 
than is usually the case. 


Only two carcases have been rejected at the slaughter-houses as 
unfit for food, and this was simply because the meat was thin and poor, 
and not on account of its being diseased. 


In September last the Inspector reported that the fillets of beef 
brought to the market for sale are almost exclusively supplied from the 
grease-shops, not one being ever taken from an ox slaughtered for 
foreign consumption, as the market value of the sirloin would be much 
decreased if what is known as the fillet should be removed from it, 
Good fillets can of course sometimes be obtained at the grease-shops, 
but as all diseased oxen and buffaloes for miles round Shanghai are 
slaughtered at these places, customers are more likely to be supplied 
with fillets from diseased animals than from healthy ones should there 
be a great demand for them,

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In order to escape detection or seizure the butchers have established 
a system of sending fillets, when ordered direct from the grease-shops to 
their customers, thus rendering inspection almost impossible, so it is 
necessary that the public should take every precaution to prevent the 
chance of their being supplied with fillets from diseased animals, 


A mild form of disease broke out amongst the cattle in the district 
beyond Sungkiang, in May last, and several sick and dead animals were 
brought from it to the grease-shops in Pah Sien Jaoh, 


During February there was a good deal of sickness amongst the 
pigs kept outside the Settlement, which carried off a large percentage 
of the young stock, but it was found to be non-contagious, and seems to 
have been caused by the cold, wet weather, and the filthy condition of 
the places where most of the pigs are kept. 


In consequence of the Native authorities having in October last 
imposed a lekin tax upon all cattle brought to Pah Sien Jaoh for sale, 
the butchers decided to increase their selling price for beef, etc., by one 
cent per pound, 


The following correspondence gives details regarding this new tax. 


Lekin on Cattle. 


Shanghai, 20th October 1887. 


S1R,—We the undersigned butchers carrying on business in Smith's market 
and in Hongkew, paying our taxes, and peaceably trying to make a livelihood, in 
the exercise of our calling, beg to call your attention to the enclosed copy of a 
notice posted up at Pah Sien Jaoh demanding paying of Tael cents fifty-six for 
every head of Oxen slaughtered there (but there are other charges in connection 
with the impost bringing the total from One dollar to One dollar and thirty cents.) 


We beg to point out that such an impost is calculated to work equal hardship 
on foreigners as to ourselves, by necessitating an extra charge of at least one cent 
per Ib. on beef. And if the demanded payment be submitted to by us unopposed 
there is little doubt that the impost will be extended to Sheep, ete. 


Further, we cannot think that the notice in question is within the knowledge, 
or has the sanction, of the Consular Body, the Municipal Council, or of H. Ex, 
the Taotai. We therefore humbly beg that the Council will make enquiry into 
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the matter, when if it be found that the notice emanates from the Chinese autho- 
rities, that they, the Council, will be pleased to exercise their powerful influence to 
have the impost removed. And if it be found that the notice in question is an 
improper one made by wicked persons for the purposes of squeezing and intimi- 
dation, then that the Council will cause the offenders to be severely punished. 

During the past year (from the scarcity and consequent high price of cattle, 
and from various other causes) we have suffered very serious loss and are not ina 
position to bear the demanded increased burden. We therefore earnestly petition 
the Council to take such steps as they may deem right and best to bring about the 
relief we seek, and your petitioners will ever remain

to levy on cattle brought to Pah Sien Jaoh has been sanctioned by the Taotai or 
any other competent official. 

As it is proposed to collect this tax outside the limits of the Settlement the 
Council cannot interfere directly in the matter, but as it will naturally cause an 
advance in the price of butcher’s meat I have thought it right to bring the subject 
to your notice,

We have received your Honour’s instructions of the 31st October relative to 
* the observations of the Municipal Council regarding the tax on cattle, sent through 
the British Consul-General, 

As young cattle have been unusually plentiful around Shanghai, most of 
which are transported to other places for fattening with a view to profit, having no 
bearing upon agricultural work, the Jekin office directed the cattle dealers Chén 
Sén-ch‘un and others to submit their remarks on a tariff which was then duly 
approved by this office, namely 5.6 mace on each young beast, and 4.2 mace on 
each calf, This was approved by the Head lekin office on trial, as reported to the 
Taotai’s office, 

Later on, the cattle dealers came to represent that such cattle, though meant 
for fattening, were not all of equal condition, and sold for different prices, so that 
the tax was somewhat unequal. On this the office arranged the following com- 
promises, Setting aside the ordinary young cattle and calves, which would pay 
as before, any really very lean ones would pay a reduced tax of half, i.e. 2.8 mace 
for young cattle, and 2.1 mace for calves, by way of showing due consideration, 
Proclamations have been issued in each case as is on record. 

It is to be observed, however, that this office always taxes according to the 
treasury scale, which is one per cent heavier than the Shanghai scale, so that fat 
cattle only pay 5.6 mace each, or something over 80 dollar cents each, and lean 
calves only 2.1 mace, or something over 20 (sic) dollar cents, There is no such 
tax as that alleged of $1.30; and, as clear proclamations have been issued, it is 
thought that every one will have already known this to be so, The tax is low, 
and the dealers are very ready to pay it: it has no effect upon trade as between 
the ordinary people, and it is suited to the state of the commerce. 

The office, in submitting this reply, begs that your Honour will answer the 
Consul-General accordingly. ~ 
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HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT

1887. 


The deaths of one hundred and thirty-two foreigners haye been 
registered in Shanghai during the year 1887. A detailed statement of 
these will be found on page 71 of this report. At page 72 the deaths 
which took place among the actual residents are given separately (*). 
The deaths of twenty-six children have been registered during the year, 
and these will be found tabulated at page 72.

Amongst adults the deaths of 64 men and 22 women were registered ; 
while of infants and young children who died during the year, 8 were 
males and 13 females (+). Nationality was registered in 120 cases, the 
distribution being as follows :—British 58, American 14, Portuguese 9, 
German 8, Manilamen 7, French 6, Norwegian 3, Swedish 3, Danish 38, 
Spanish 2, Dutch 1, Malay 1, Armenian 1, Chinese 1, Eurasian 1.

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For the sake of comparison with past years, the table of death-rates 
given in former reports is here extended. Up to the end of 1882, the 
entire foreign population, resident and non-resident, is estimated at 
8,600 (*). In 1885 a fresh census was taken for the Settlements North 
of the Yang-king-pang, and the death-rates for 1883-4-5-6-7 are based 
on that return, the entire foreign population being estimated at 5,100 (f).

Twenty-seven cases of Cholera were treated in the Cholera wards of 
the General Hospital during the months of August, September and 
October, viz.:—August 7 cases, September 14 cases, October 6 cases; 
of these 17 were fatal, 
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The following table gives the deaths registered in the foreign com- 
munity from cholera during the past thirteen years :— 


The native death returns for the Settlements North of the Yang- 
king-pang, obtained through the Te-pows of the various districts into 
Which the Settlement has been divided for purposes of police control and 
sanitation, are given on the last page of this report ; they shew a total of 
375 deaths from Cholera (Fa-sha) during the year. Reviewing the 
health history of Shanghai during the past five years, that is, since the 
systematic registration of deaths among the Chinese was first begun, it is 
evident that the occurrence of sporadic cases of Cholera in the foreign 
population is always coincident with a more or less diffused prevalence of 
the same disease among the natives. The first cases, I believe, occur 
always among the Chinese. Since, however, we derive our information 
regarding the health of the Chinese almost entirely from native sources, 
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we are never able to determine with any certainty the exact degree of 
prevalence of any one form of disease. It was in consequence of this 
uncertainty, and on account of the small number and scattered distribu- 
tion of the cases of trae Cholera which occurred among ‘foreigners, that 
T refused last year to declare Cholera epidemic at the Port. 


Fifty-two of cases of Cholera were treated in the Shantung Road 
Hospital for Chinese during the year, viz., 3 in June, 6 in July, 22 in 
August, 13 in September, 1 in October and 1 in November; among 
these there were 14 deaths. The Shantung Road Hospital is under 
foreign medical supervision, and many of these cases came under my own 
immediate observation. The general management of these yearly recur- 
ring visitations of Cholera, with the special precautions to be observed by 
each individual for himself during the period of the outbreak, have 
already been fully dealt with in the pages of these reports, and do not 
now need repetition. 


Small-Pox.—Seventeen cases of Small-pox were treated in the 
General Hospital during the year, with three deaths. The native death 
returns (see page 73) shew a total of 76 deaths from this cause in 
the Settlements North of the Yang-king-pang, and these figures are 
probably nearly correct, Small-pox being a disease easily distinguished, 
and, moreover, well known to the Chinese. It is right that foreigners who 
come to China should clearly understand that in doing so, they, for the 
most part, run a distinctly increased risk of contracting Small-pox, and 
that re-vaccination should be a first care in every case in which it has 
not already been successfully done. The Chinese, in spite of all the 
efforts made to introduce vaccination among them, still practise the 
inoculation of Small-pox among their children, chosing the winter 
months as the most favourable time of the year for the purpose. In this 
way, if in no other, the regular recurrence of the disease is made a matter 
of certainty in China, By far the greater number of adult natives are 
protected against Small-pox by a previous attack, artificially or naturally 
contracted during childhood ; in dealing with the adult native population 
the protection afforded by vaccination cannot as yet be taken very largely 
into account. Protected themselves, and possessing no very definite 
ideas regarding contagion, the native servants employed by foreigners, if 
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brought into contact with cases of Small-pox in their own houses, can 
never be trusted to take efficient precautions against introducing the 
poison into the houses of their masters. During such times of epidemic 
prevalence among the Chinese as occurred in the end of 1869 and 
beginning of 1870, quite a number of natives, chiefly children, were to be 
seen in the streets of the foreign Settlements, their faces still covered 
with the dried crusts of recent Small-pox eruptions ; a sufficient proof, 
one would say, of carelessness as to contagion on the part of the Chinese, 
It is admitted that in many, perhaps in the greater number of cases, @ 
successful vaccination done in infancy is a life-long protection to the 
individual against Small-pox ; in not a few instances however, it would 
seem that this protection becomes exhausted as time goes on, and the 
individual becomes once again liable to contract the disease. Partly 
on this account, and partly because of the large number of imperfectly 
vaccinated individuals, the re-vaccination of adults has come now to be 
recognised as a distinct duty wherever scientific medicine is practised ; its 
efficiency, as proved by the comparative immunity of large numbers sub- 
mitted to the test, has been clearly demonstrated. Adult re-vaccination 
once satisfactorily performed does not appear to need repetition. Amongst 
adults submitted to re-vaccination it always happens that in a certain 
number of cases the operation fails, to use the common expression, the 
lymph used, or the individual vaccinated, “does not take;” this must 
not however be too hastily assumed. ‘Vaccine lymph, however care- 
fully collected and stored, often loses its activity, and the circumstances 
under which it does this are still imperfectly understood. From what 
I have myself seen I conclude that it spoils much more easily in 
Shanghai than, for example, in London or in Edinburgh; lymph exposed 
to the heat of a Shanghai summer is seldom of any value, Re- 
vaccinations should always, if possible, be done directly from the arm of 
an infant; if the re-vaccination be done from “points” or “tubes” in 
Shanghai, special care must be taken to ascertain that the lymph has 
lost nothing of its power; this can, of course, only be proved by at least 
one successful case following its employment. 


Regarding the certified causes of death tabulated on pages 71 and 
72, I note the following :—

Of the three deaths from Malarial Fever in September, one is 
returned as “ Pernicious Malarial Fever,” one as “ Fiévre Paludéenne,” 
and one as “ Remittent Fever.” Of the nine deaths from Dysentery, four 
are returned as Acute,” one as “Acute Malarial,” one as “Chronic,” and 
one as complicated by “ Perforative Peritonitis.” Of the two deaths from 
Cancer, one is registered as “Internal Cancer,” and one as ‘Cancer of the 
Stomach.” Under Heart Disease are classified four cases of “ Valvular 
Disease,” one case of “ Fatty Degeneration,” one case of “ Disease of the 
Heart, Aortic,” and three cases of “ Heart Disease” simply. ‘The death 
from Aneurism was due to “ Hemorrhage.” In one of the cases of 
Heat Apoplexy, “Chronic Alcoholism” is given as a predisposing cause. 
One of the cases of Abscess of the Liver, is returned as “ Multiple” and 
complicated by “Cirrhosis.” Of the deaths from Alcoholism, three 
are returned as “Chronic,” one as “Acute,” one as accompanied by 
“Diarrhea,” and one as complicated by “Bright’s Disease,” The 
death from Falling is returned as a “ Fall from aloft.” In the death from 
Fracture of the Leg, the fracture is stated to be ‘ Comminuted”” 
with “ Shock and Gangrene” as secondary causes of death,

Loans or 1878 axp 1882. 


The loan of 1878 for Ts. 24,000 was paid off on the 30th June, 
and provision has been made in the Budget for paying off Tls. 40,000 of 
the loan of 1882 for Tls. 60,000. 


Duss on Mercwanpize. 


The Council for 1886, when making up the Budget for this year, 
estimated the amount to be received for “ Dues on Goods” at Tls, 46,500, 
being the same as they produced in 1886, but as the receipts for the first 
10 months of this year showed a deficiency of about Tls. 2,800 compared 
with the same period last year, it was not expected when making up the 
Financial Statement that the total for the year would exceed Tls, 44,700 

The dues for November, however, have proved to be considerably 
in excess of those for the same month last year, so it is probable that 
the actual receipts for the 12 months will be about Tls. 45,500, or only 
Tls. 1,000 under estimate. 

The amount collected for Dues on Imports is the same as last year, 
the falling-off being confined to dues on Exports and Re-exports.

The Income for the year has proved to be fully Tls. 14.500 over 
the Budget estimates, of which, however, Tls. 4,000 are due to the receipts 
on account of interest and for the sale of drain-pipes, which have been 
considerably larger than was anticipated. 

The Foreign House Tax has only brought in about Tls. 700 over 
the estimate, but the Tax on Native Houses shows a gain of Tls. 5,300, 
and this source of income is likely to go on increasing for some time, 
as building in the Hongkew Settlement is rapidly extending.

New Pouice Station. 


At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers the following Resolution was 
proposed by Mr. G. J. Morrison, seconded by Mr. P. Mactxay, and 
passed unanimously : * 


“ That this Meeting authorizes the Council to purchase any property that may 
seem to them suitable as a site for a Police Station in place of the present station 
in the Louza District, and to raise a sum not exceeding Ts, 30,000 (Taels Thirty 
Thousand) for the purchase of the land and the erection of the building, by the 
ssue of Debentures redeemable in not less than five, and not more than twenty 
years, and bearing interest at the rate of not over seven per cent, per annum,” 
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In pursuance of this Resolution the Council advertised in March 
last, inviting tenders of land suitable as a site for a Police Station, 
between the Nanking road and the Soochow Creek. 

Seven tenders were received, but only three of the lots offered 
were considered at all suitable, and after full consideration it was 
finally decided to accept the following offer from the Trastees of the 
Shanghai Racquet Court, to sell a portion of their lot at the rate of 
Tis. 1,750 per mow. 

Shanghai, 30th May 1887, 


§1r,—I am instructed by the Committee of the Racquet Club to offer to sell 
to the Council the portion of their land, at the back of the Court (provided the 
property is not disposed of before the time mentioned in your advertisement); it 
measures about 7 mow 2 fun 1 lu 2 haou, and the price required is one thousand 
seven hundred and fifty taels per mow (Ts, 1,750). They are willing to sell the 
portion to the East of the Court measuring about Om. 8f. 41. 8h. for two thousand 
five hundred taels per mow (Ts. 2,500), and to give a right of way over the road 
on the West side of the Court to the purchaser of the back lot. 

I enclose a rough tracing shewing the position of the property.

The land was transferred to the Council on the 20th October on 
the payment of the purchase-money, viz., Tls. 13,485, which amount has 
in the meantime been advanced out of the income for this year, and 
will, be repaid when the debentures for Tls. 30,000 are issued in the 
course of next year. 

In October last the Watch Committee, at the request of the 
Council, took into consideration the amount of accommodation which 
would have to be provided at the New Station, and after consultation 
with the Captain-Snperintendent of Police they reported that qnarters 
would be required for the following :— 

Foreigners :—4 Inspectors, 4 Sergeants, 12 Constables ; 
Indian Constables :—80 ; 
Native Constables :—Partial accommodation for 80. 
with cells for 80 prisoners, charge-room, and the usual kitchens 
and out-door offices, 

Plans for the New Station are now being prepared in the Surveyor’s 
Office, and when they are completed tenders will be invited for the 
construction of the building, 
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Onpnanacer, Frexcn Concession. 


Tn accordance with the following Resolution, which was proposed by 
Mr. C. Tuorne at the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers, seconded by 
Mr. R. W. Lirtie, and carried, the sum of TIs. 1,000 was provided in 
the Budget as a donation to the French Refuge for orphans and’ 
destitute children, 

“That the sum of One Thousand Taels Shanghai Sycee be inscribed in the 


Budget for the year 1887 as a donation in aid of the funds of the French Refuge 
for orphan, destitute and friendless girls of Foreign or Mixed parentage,” 


Town Banp Instruments. 


Tn accordance with the following Resolution, which was proposed by 
Mr. F. H. Bewt, seconded by Mr. F. D. Busn, and passed unanimously 
at the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers, the sum of Tls. 1,000 was paid to 
the Recreation Fund Trustees in full of all claims against the Council 
for the musical instruments, music, etc., lent by them to the Town Band 
in 1879. 

“That the Council be authorized to pay to the Recreation Fund Trustees the 
sum of Tis, 1,000 as compensation for the amounts expended by them in the 
formation of the Public Band and in fulfilment of the understanding come to in 
1881, that in event of the Band being successfully launched, a fair amount would 
be granted to the Recreation Fund for the instruments, furniture, uniforms, and 
music made over by them to the Municipality.”

L. P. O. Agency, Nankin.—Arrangements have been made by 
which the functions of the Local Post Office are extended to Nankin, 
the Rey. R. E. Ansey having kindly undertaken to make the necessary 
arrangements there. 

L. P. O. Stamps.—A farther supply of stamps of different colours 
to those in present use will be needed during the coming year. 

The General Work of this office has gone on very satisfactorily, 
complaints having been few and mostly of an unimportant nature.

WORKS MATTERS. 


There is not much of importance to mention under this head, the 
greater portion of the funds provided in the Budget having been appro- 
priated to Bundings, Drainage, Bridges, etc., principally in Hongkew 
and proposals are now under consideration for a large extension of roads 
in that part of the Settlement. 


Buixpryes. 


The usual amounts have been expended in keeping in repair the 
different Municipal buildings. 

The Captain Superintendent of Police having reported that the only 
place at the Hongkew Station for the detention of beggars was a wooden 
shanty, about six feet square, capable of holding not more than six or 
eight persons, and that it was neither wind nor water tight, instructions 
were given to have a suitable place provided, and a new building has been 
constructed for them at a cost of about Tls. 260. 


Roaps. 


Nanking and Kiangse roads,—The annexed correspondence gives 
particulars of the arrangement made in February for the purchase of a 
small strip of Mr, Iveson’s property at the intersection of the Nanking 
and Kiangse roads, for the sum of Tls. 1,185, for the purpose of 
widening and improving these roads, 
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Shanghai, 8th February 1887. 

Str,—It is my intention to build over the Compound in front of the premises 
at the corner of the Nankin and Kiangse roads, at present in the occupation of

Smr,—We beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 18th inst. No. 8%, 
from which we see that you are not prepared to accept our proposal to extend 
the Woochang Road unless that extension can be carried the whole distance to 
North Honan Road. We can give no definite answer upon this point at present, 
but we shall be happy to endeavour to arrange it provided that you desire us to 
proceed with the matter in your interest. Should it, however, be found impossible 
to secure the land necessary for the road, or if when arranged with the owners the 
cost be found prohibitive, we shall have to ask the Council to be good enough to 
meet our bill for expenses in connection herewith. 
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With regard to your recommendation that we should leave vacant the land 
required for the proposed roads, we beg to say that we will delay building 
operations until the new Council can consider our scheme for surrendering the 
North Kiangse and Cross Roads, as we are anxious to give the Council every 
opportunity of securing road improvements when they can be obtained on 
reasonable terms. We should feel greatly obliged if you would give the matter 
your early consideration, as we are prepared to leave the land vacant provided the 
present Council recommend the scheme to the new Council for execution, 
Should it, however, be decided not to take over the roads we must beg to 
withdraw our offers, which cannot be taken as a basis of future value, as it will 
be readily seen that if owners leave land vacant from which they could now get 
good returns by covering it with houses, or on the other hand if they build upon 
the land required for roads, the expense of removing the houses and the loss of 
rents thereby produced will in either case make the improvements more costly. 

We would venture to impress upon the Council the fact that Chinese owners 
are not anxious to leave wide roads as it is quite sufficient in large blocks of 
Chinese property to leave 15 or 20 feet passages at intervals, and it is only when 
foreign interest can be brought to bear upon Chinese proprietors that good road 
schemes can be arranged.

From the annexed correspondence it will be seen that the Council 
declined to accept this road upon the terms named in Messrs. Morrison 
& Grarron’s letters, but it is now included in the scheme of new roads 
which will be submitted to the Ratepayers at the Annual Meeting :—

S1r,—In accordance with conversations held with your Surveyor, Mr. CLARK, 
we beg to enclose herewith a plan shewing a proposed new road to connect the 
Seward Road with Broadway, Hongkew. 


This road is 40 feet wide, and we have arranged with the foreign owners of 
the land, coloured red, to surrender the same to public use for a sum not to 
exceed Taels 2,500 (Two thousand five hundred). 


To get this road in a really good and suitable position it is necessary to carry 
it partially through land coloured yellow, belonging to Chinese owners, and to 
direct the creek as shewn on the plan. We think, as this is to all intents and 
purposes a public improvement, that the most satisfactory means of getting the 
Chinese owners to agree to the scheme will be to ask the Taotai officially to 
render his assistance, as he would be able ,to ascertain exactly for what sum the 
land coloured yellow could be acquired and the graves thereon removed. 


With regard to the diversion of the creek we may say that the pond through 
which we propose to cut the new creek connection is now an unhealthy stagnant 
pool which would be entirely done away with in this scheme, as the remainder of 
the pond could then be filled up. The creek being tidal will be improved by 
having the loop running to Broadway removed and the flow of water will be 
rendered easier by the proposed alteration, 

The difficulties of * Feng-shui” which this proposal presents to the minds of 
the local Chinese owners renders it almost impossible for the Council to get the 
new road settled by private arrangement with the Tepaous of the district, but 
as these difficulties will have to be met and settled very soon to secure the 
connection, of these, the principal thoroughfares in this portion of the American 
Settlement, we venture to think this a good opportunity when so much of the 
land can be obtained at a reasonable figure. 

Provided the owners of the small lot coloured green are prepared to transfer 
it at a reasonable price we believe the proprietors of the land on the East side 
would be willing to take it over.

The Skew bridge on this road, near the Country Clab, having 
become unsafe for traffic, it has been removed and replaced by a new one 
at a cost of Tls. 1,655. 

The new bridge is wider than the former one, and the approach to 
it has been straightened and improved by bunding part of the Creek, 
and taking in another strip of the road. 

A new railing has been placed along the edge of the Markham 
Toad.

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Cemetery Roan. 


The filthy state of the Cemetery road has had the attention of the 
different Councils during a good many years, but as the road is outside 
the limits of the Settlement and has never been formally surrendered for 
public use, nothing has hitherto been done to improve it. 

A short time since the Inspector of Nuisances reported that it is 
quite impossible to keep the road clean unless it is properly drained, and 
side-channels, etc., provided, as the natives who live along it throw out 
all their refuse into the side-gutters, choking them up, and preventing 
all escape for surface water, so that in wet weather the road becomes 
almost impassable, 

As the road is of importance to residents, the Council decided to 
have it drained at once, and drain-pipes have now been laid down along 
the’ whole length of it, from the Cemetery to the bridge at the Defence 
Creek; sinks have also been constructed, and curbs and side-channels are 
being laid down, the whole costing about Tls. 4,000. 

A new bunding has been constructed along the small creek on the 
west side of the road, near the bridge, at a cost of Tls, 820. 


Bunn Sipr-Watx. 


In July last the Vice-Chairman directed the attention of the 
Council to the defective state of most of the side-walks in the Settlement, ; 
and recommended that instead of being metalled, as they are at present, 
they should be laid with concrete composed of Portland Cement, ete., 
and the Surveyor was then instructed to report as to the most suitable 
description of concrete and to prepare an estimate of what it would 
cost per fong to lay the side-walks with it as recommended, 
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The Surveyor having recommended concrete composed as follows: 


1 Part Portland Cement 
4 ,, Ningpo Stone...... 4 inches. 
2 ,, Red Sand ... ; 
1 ,, Portland Cement... 
} 1 inch. 


1} ,, Fine granite chips 
and sand......... 


5 inches. 


which could be obtained at Tls. 7 per fong, it was decided, as a trial, to 
lay it down on the side-walk on the west side of the bund in front of the 
premises of Messrs. A. Dent & Co., between the Hankow and Kiukiang 
roads, and if it is found to stand the weather, to have it laid down in 
other parts of the Settlement. 

So far it has stood the test fairly well, and provision has been 
made in the Budget for laying it along the whole length of the side-walk 
on the west side of the Bund, in the course of next year. 


Bowpines, 


Fearon road.—The bunding on this road between the Seward 
road and Broadway has been thoroughly repaired and an iron railing 
placed along the edge of it for the protection of the public against 
accidents, the whole costing Tls. 3,000. 


Yang-king-pang Creek.—Shortly before the completion of the 
dredging of the Yang-king-pang, the roadway on the west side of the 
Szechuen road bridge began to sink for a distance of about 300 feet, 
and the stone bunding in front of it to bulge out, most probably owing 
to a large quantity of the mud taken out of the creek having been 
deposited upon the road, and allowed to remain there for a considerable 
time, but it must also be recollected that this was a continuation of the 
old bunding which gave way in 1878, and that the piling had become 
rotten from long exposure to the weather. 
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As it was necessary to have the bunding reconstructed, it was 
decided after full consideration to have the stone-work removed, and 
to have it replaced with a substantial wooden bunding, and this has 
been done at a cost of about Tls. 800, or Tls. 29.50 per chang. 

Soon afterwards the roadway and bunding on the east side of the 
bridge began to give way in the same manner, and from the same 
cause, rendering it necessary to have about 200 feet of the bunding 
removed and reconstructed, but as all the bunding between the bridge 
and the river is stone-work, it was decided to have this part con- 
structed of stone also, the foundations, however, to be laid on concrete 
instead of on wooden piles as formerly; the work is now being carried 
out as quickly as possible, a contract having been made in November 
for the reconstruction of the bunding at Tls. 126 per chang, the 
contractor being allowed to use the stone from the old bunding. The 
cost of the whole when completed will be Tls. 2,650, which appears as an 
outstanding account of 1887. 

Taiping road.—The annexed correspondence gives particulars of 
the arrangement made with Messrs. Farnuam & Oo. for bunding and 
improving the frontage of the Taiping road :—

Provision was made in the Budget for large drainage works in 
Hongkew, all of which have been carried out, and full particulars of 
them will be found in the annexed report by the Surveyor. 


Seward road.—A brick drain has been constructed along the 
Seward road from the Chaou Foong to the Kung Ping road, a distance 
of about 118 changs, which completes the drainage of it, so far as it has 
yet been acquired by the Council, costing about Tls. 1,200, 


Kung Ping road—The drainage of this road has also been 
completed, a brick drain having been built along the whole length of 
it from the Broadway to the river, a distance of 142 changs, at a cost 
of about Tls. 2,600. Broadway between the Dent and Kung Ping roads 
has had a brick drain laid along it at a cost of Ts. 545. 


Chapoo road.—From the Boone road to the Soochow Creek, and 
the Tiendong road between the Chapoo and North Szechuen roads, have 
also had brick drains built along them at a cost of Tls. 2,200 for the 
former and Tls. 730 for the latter. _ 
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Brivces. 


Chekiang road,—In 1880, at the request of some owners of 
property in that neighbourhood, the Council contributed Tls. 500 towards 
the construction of a foot-bridge across the Soochow Creek at the end 
of the Chekiang road, and undertook to keep it in good order and repair, 
provided that it was handed over to them, which was done. 

This bridge having become worn ont, and unsafe for traffic, provision 
was made in the Budget for having it removed, and for replacing it with 
a wider bridge suitable for carriage traffic, and this has been done at a 
cost of Tls. 5,400. 

Yang Tsze Poo.—The old bridge across the creek at the end of the 
Yang Tsze Poo road has been removed, and a new one has been 
provided at a cost of Tls. 2,600. The approach to the new bridge has 
been much improved by bunding a small portion of the Creek on either 
side of it, and the bridge is now almost in a straight line with the road 

. on both sides of the Creek. 


Yang-King-Pang.—In accordance with an arrangement between 
the French Council and the Council for 1886, provision was made in 
the Budget for this year for a new iron bridge to be placed across the 
Yang-King-Pang, to connect the Yunnan road with the Rue Palikao, 
the work to be carried out under the superintendence of the Engineer 
to the French Council, 

Plans for the new bridge were prepared by the French Engineer, 
and submitted to, and approved of by the Municipal Surveyor, and in 
August the Council were informed that the following tenders had been 
accepted :

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The work was expected to have been completed before the end of 
the year, but owing to the great delay which has taken place in the 
construction of the abutmeuts, it is doubtful whether it will be open to 
traffic before March next. 


Taiping road.—The following correspondence gives the conditions 
on which permission was given to the China Merchants’ S. N. Co. to 
construct a bridge at the end of the Taiping road :—

DEAR S1Rr,—Considerable inconvenience and annoyance is caused to passengers 
brought to the jetty in front of this office, in the tug conveying them from the 
mail steamers, by the rush of coolies who board the boat immediately she comes 
alongside in such numbers as to cause great hindrance to persons wishing to land, 
and seize promiscuously any article of baggage on which they can lay hands. 


Although a special constable is detailed to regulate the traffic on the jetty 
when the mail is expected it is impossible for him, or for the Company’s employés 
on board the tug, to prevent this state of confusion under existing arrangements ; 
and I would suggest as a remedy, that gates should be placed across the approach 
to the pontoon, to be closed and opened by the constable on duty only, which 
will enable him to regulate the movements of the coolies without in any way 
interfering with free access to the pontoon by Europeans. ©

House, the premises of Messrs. Giss, Livinestor & Co., two on the 
north side of the Soochow Creek, and one at the Fearon road, 


New iron bridges have been provided for the pontoons at the ends 
of the Canton, Foochow, and Hankow roads, and in front of the 


premises of Messrs. Russeut & Co., and the P. & O. Co., at a cost of 
Tis, 700 each, 
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Drepere or THE Yano-Kinc-Pane Creex. 


In 1886 an arrangement was made between the French and English 
Councils to have the Yang-king-pang deepened from the river to the 
Defence Creek, at their joint expense, and in October of that year the 
French Council made a contract with Messrs. Boyp & Co, to do the 
work with their steam-dredger for the sum of Tls. 1,450 exclusive of 
the cost of carting away the mud taken out, which it was estimated 
would not exceed Tis. 300 to 400, or say in all Tis. 1,800. 

‘In January last it was found that the work of dredging was going 
on very slowly, and complaints having been made to the Council about the 
length of time the mud taken out of the Creek was allowed to remain 
upon the banks of it, before being carted away, which was considered 
injurious to the health of those living in the neighbourhood, it was 
decided to address the French Council on the subject, The following 
is the letter and the reply to it. 

Shanghai, 31st January 1887. 

Srr,—At the meeting of the Municipal Council on Thursday afternoon the 
attention of the Members was directed to the slow progress made with the 
dredging of the Yang-King-Pang, and the length of time the mud taken out is 
allowed to remain upon the banks of the Creek before it is carted away. 

I shall feel obliged if you will inform me when the dredging of the 
Creek is likely to be completed; and I trust that you will arrange for the work 
being done as quickly as possible, and for the mud being carted away at once or

3,231.50, 
of which their half share amounted to Tis, 1,615.75. 

As this was considerably in excess of the sum provided in the 
Budget, it was decided before paying to ask for an explanation how the 
additional expense had been incurred, and a satisfactory reply having 
been received from the French Council, a cheque for the amount was 
sent to them.

for Tis. 1,615.75, being the Municipal Council's half share of the expense. 

Your letter and account have been submitted to the Council, who desire me to 
say that before paying the amount named they would he glad to receive from the 
French Council some explanation why the sum expended should have been so large 
when in your letter of 29th October last you informed me that a contract had been 
made with Messrs. Boyd & Co. to dredge the Creek from the River to the Defence 
Creek for Tis. 1,450 and your Engineer estimated that the cost of removing the mud 
would not exceed Tls. 300, whilst from the account now sent it appears that the 
cleansing of the Creek has cost Tis, 1,783.33, or Tls. 333.33 more than the contract 
price, and the removal of the mud Tls. 1,448.17, or no less than Tis, 1,148.17 over 
the estimate.

Namely, that they should for the future pay us the sum of seventy-five taels 
per mensem (Tis. 75). for which sum we shall be prepared to look after all their 
lines, including the Telephone in the Surveyor's office.

To the Municipal Council for the 
Settlement North of the Yang-king-pang. 


GENTLEMEN, 


The report which I have to make to you on behalf of the 
Garden Committee is again a favorable one. 


The weather throughout the year has been propitious for gardening 
purposes, and there has been a fair display both in the open garden and 
greenhouses of flowers in their due succession. 


The Committee have to thank the Council for their prompt response 
to the application for an extra grant to rebuild the oldest of the green- 
houses, which succumbed after an existence of 20 years, having been 
erected when the garden was originally made. It was hoped that its 
existence might be prolonged for another year, but the decrepitude of 
age necessitated its removal, and we have now a new house on an 
improved system which is already showing its advantages. A flue has 
also been put into the Fern Nursery, and both Ferns and Orchids seem 
to enjoy the warmth and moisture. 
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Understanding that a Chinese official has been deputed to see to 
the dredging of the Soochow Creek, the Committee deem it a fitting 
time to draw attention to the opportunity afforded of reclaiming the 
accretions at the garden point and adding them to our Recreation 
Ground. It is the opinion of the Committee that if the now rapidly 
increasing bank were made up with a regular sweep from the garden 
bridge to a starling at the mouth of the Creek, so as to train the 
incoming and outgoing tide away from the daily conflict with the 
Whangpoo, that the scour of the water would keep a clear channel without 
requiring to be periodically cleaned out. From the starling the sweep 
should return to meet the bunding at the point. The outgoing and 
incoming tide would then sweep the whole of the foreshore without 
interruption, and the eddies, which are the cause of the deposit, would be 
done away with. The Committee would therefore be glad if the Council 
can see their way to an arrangement of this nature, which, setting aside 
the advantages anticipated for the navigation of the creek, would 
add materially to the enlarging our sphere of action. 

The Accounts are appended and need no explanation. The new 
greenhouse cost Tls. 338.00; and the Committee will be glad if the 
Council will include the usual allowance of Tls. 1,207.00, for the main- 
tenance of the garden, in the forthcoming Budget. 

The Committee consists of Messrs. Waite, Dur, Price and 
Corner, who are willing to continue their services.

Srr,—I am requested by the Garden Committee to bring to your notice the 
very serious damage that is being done to the Garden by the unrestrained gambols 
of the children who use it as a playground, The newly planted bulb-beds, on 
which we depend for our Spring Show of Hyacinths and Tulips, are being ruthlessly 
immolated by the unthinking crowd, and unless some prompt steps are taken to 
put a stop to the cause of the mischief it is hopeless to expect any tolerable display, 
The Committee propose to issue the accompanying notice, but unless they can secure 
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_ more constant police supervision they fear that it will be of little avail. Special 
notices are posted at every entrance of the Garden, but no one seems to read them, 
and it is quite impossible for us to keep custodians with the very limited means at 
our disposal. 

- Ishould be glad if you would bring the matter to the notice of the Council at 
their next meeting; perhaps the publishing it in the minutes would bring it more 
effectively to the notice of the Public and bring about a better supervision of the 
crowd of children who frequent the Garden,

GenTLEMEn, 
I beg to hand you report of the proceedings of this 
department for the year ending the 31st December 1887. 


Bninars.—A Malava hardwood bridge, 17 feet wide, has been 
erected across the Soochow Creek at the end of the Chekiang Road. 

A new hardwood bridge, 31 feet in width, has been constructed 
across the Yangtsze-poo Creek; the approaches on both sides of the 
bridge have been improved and protected by wooden railings. 

The Ningpo Road bridge across the Defence Creek has been 
widened and thoroughly repaired. 

An iron bridge is being built by the French Municipal Council 
over the Yang-king-pang to connect the Yunnan Road with the Rue 
Palikao. 

The bridges over the Defence, Hongkew, Soochow and Yang- 
king-pang Creeks have been painted and generally repaired. 


Burtpixas.—Two cells have been erected in the Hongkew Station 
yard for the accommodation of beggars. 

The bell-tower at the Central Station has been painted and 
repaired. 

Various alterations and repairs have been made to the different 
Police Stations, employés’ quarters, and other Municipal buildings. 

Buxpivas.—A bout twenty-three chang of hardwood bunding has 
been constructed” to the Sungkiang Road, between Kiangse and 
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Szechuen Roads, to replace the old stone bunding built in 1862, which 
failed in the early part of the year. 

Repairs have been made to the whole of the hardwood bunding to 
the Sungkiang Road, between Yunnan and Shantung Roads; and to the 
Fearon Road, between Broadway and Seward Roads. An iron railing has 
been fixed to the Fearon Road bunding. 

A portion of the stone bunding to the Sungkiang Road, between 
Szechuen and Yangtsze Roads, is being re-constructed, i 

A hardwood bunding and landing-stage has been erected at the end 
of the Taiping Road. 


Crmereries.—Two new sections, M. and N., containing 300 and 
270 grave spaces respectively, have been laid out in the New Cemetery. 
The ground has been turfed, and the paths bricked and sanded, and 
drained. 

The Watchman’s Lodge at the Pootung Cemetery has been rebuilt 
and the Inquest Room repaired. 

The Chapels and Lodges in the New and Shantung Road Cemeteries 
havé been repaired, painted, ete. 

The New, Pootung, Shantung Road and Soldiers’ Cemeteries, as 
well as the Cathedral Compound, have been kept in good order,

In July last the Captain-Superintendent of Police reported to the. 
Council that an office had been opened at 621, Foochow road, under 
charge of a mandarin with the rank of Che Hsien, who informed him 
that he was empowered by the Taotai to seize Saltpetre, Sulphur, and 
all kinds of munitions of war smuggled into the Settlement, in order to 
prevent them from getting into the hands of eyil-disposed persons. 

The Council addressed the Senior Consul pointing out the incon- 
venience which might be caused by the establishment of such an office 
in the Settlement, and requesting him to ask the Taotai to have it closed, 
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This request was referred to the Consular Body for consideration, 
who decided that the Taotai should be addressed on the subject, and soon 
afterwards he gave instruction to the officer in charge to remove the 
Search Office outside the limits of the Settlement. Annexed is the 
correspondence on the subject :

Srr,—The Captain-Superintendent of Police reports to the Council that an 
Office has been opened at No, 621, Foochow road, reported to be under the charge of 
4 Mandarin with the rank of a Che-hsien, who is empowered by the Che-hsien of 
Shanghai to seize smuggled Opium, Sulphur, and Fire-arms, 

Twelve runners are attached to this establishment, who have had tickets issued 
to them by the officer in charge of it, authorizing them to search for smuggled 
Saltpetre, Sulphur, and war materials, and to arrest the persons found in possession 
of them, 

It will no doubt be obvious to you that the opening of such an establishment 
here may easily Jead to a conflict of authority, and may seriously affect the peace

Case or Tsao S1-yune. 


In May last the attention of the Council was directed to the case of 
Tsao Si-yung, who had then been in prison for upwards of three years, 
and about whom nothing had been heard since the correspondence in 
October and November 1886, between the Senior Consul and the 
Council for that year. 

From a statement which was then drawn up it appeared that, since 
his imprisonment in July 1883, Si-yung had received from the Council, 
on account of his monthly pay, about $710, and $160 had been paid to 
his mother in order to facilitate his release from prison. 

As it seemed very probable that so long as Si-yung continued to 
receive monthly pay there was not much chance of his being released, it 
was decided that after the end of the month the payments to him should 
cease, and that a letter should be written to the Senior Consul informing 
him of this decision, and requesting him to ascertain fromthe Taotai 
what sentence had been passed on Si-yung, and whether he was likely 
to be released at an early date, 

The following is the letter to the Senior Consul and his reply : 
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Shanghai, 19th May 1887. 

Srr,—On the 15th October last, I had the honor to address the then Senior 
Consul, D. E. Kraetzer, Esq., Consul-General for France, requesting him to endeavor 
to obtain the release on bail of Tsao Si-yung, the Municipal Constable who has 
been imprisoned since July 1883, 

On the 30th November, Mr. Kraetzer informed me that he had written to the 
Taotai, who replied that he had brought the case of Si-yung to the notice of the 
Che Hsien, and that on receiving his report he would let the Senior Consul know 
the result, but since then nothing has been heard of Si-yung, 


T have now the honor to beg that you will endeavor to obtain from the Taotai 


some definite information about the sentence passed on Si-yung, and if there is any . 


probability of his being released at an early date, 


Since the date of his imprisonment in July 1883 till now the Council have paid 
to Si-yung his usual wages of $16.50 per month, or about Tis. 530, in addition to 
which they have paid to his mother $160 in order to facilitate his release, making 
in all about Tis. 650, and as they are under the impression that so long as his wages 
are paid there is not much chance of his being released from prison, they have 
decided to make no further payments to him after this month,

The Taotai’s reply was to the effect that the District Magistrate had been 
directed to give his attention to the matter. 
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‘At a personal interview, however, the Taotai gave me to understand that the 
_ capital sentence which had been pronounced upon Tsao Si-yung had been in effect 
remitted, but that his release could not be allowed, even on bail, until formal 
instructions had been received from Peking. 

Texpect to hear further from the Taotai at an early date, with I trust more 
complete and satisfactory information.

Nothing further was heard about Si-yung until the 7th September, 
when he made his appearance at the Central Station and informed the 
Captain-Superintendent of Police that he had been released from prison 
the previous day, and stated that he now wished to know what the 
Council intended to do for him, 

The question was referred to the Watch Committee for consider- 
ation, who drew up the following minute about Si-yung’s case, which: was 
submitted to, and approved of by the Council : 


The Watch Committee met on Tuesday afternoon to consider the case of Tsao 
Si-yung, but he was not in attendance and the meeting was adjourned, He had 
been told that his case would be considered by the Council on Monday, and it was 
understood that he would call at the Police Station on Tuesday, but he did not do 
80, «nd all attempts to find him from early on Tuesday morning till the preci 
time (Thursday afternoon) have failed. 

In his absence a full report cannot be drawn up, but the Committee submit 
the following preliminary minute. 

It will be remembered that Tsao Si-yung, a member of the Municipal Police 
Force, was charged in July 1883 by the native authorities before the Mixed Court, 
with murder. His case was heard and the Mixed Court Magistrate, with the 
approval of the British Assessor, sent him into the City. The Council, considering 
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that his case had not been as fully investigated as it might have been, applied to 
the Taotai to have another hearing of the case; and the man was handed over to 
the Council on their undertaking to present him when demanded at the Mixed 
Court, and to allow him to be sent into the City if that course was directed by 
the Mixed Court. He was subsequently examined a second time before the Court 
and again ordered to be sent into the City with the full approval of the United 
States Assessor. 

It does not admit of dispute that the Chinese authorities have full acoeal in 
all criminal matters over their own nationals; and after the man had been 
regularly arrested, examined before the proper Court, and formally committed for 
trial in the City, the Council had no power to interfere, 

The Council however felt convinced that a fuller investigation of the case 
would show that the deceased man died of cholera and that Tsao Si-yung was 
innocent, and they have never lost any opportunity of presenting all the evidence 
they could in connection with the case or of trying to enlist the sympathies of the 
authorities in his favor, They have also contributed considerable sums of money 
in order to alleviate somewhat the discomforts of imprisonment, 

From the 1st August 1883 till 30th September 1886 they allowed him a sum 
of $16.50 per month, that being the amount he formerly received as pay. At that 
date they had reason to believe that if the allowance was reduced the man’s 
discharge might be accelerated, and it was accordingly reduced to $8.26 until the 
81st May 1887 when it was discontinued altogether, 

Tsao Si-yung was however given to understand that as soon as he was 
released, the balance would be made good to him, and under this he is now 


entitled to :—

This sum of money therefore is at his disposal whenever he choses to apply 
for it. In addition to this a sum of $160 was paid at his request as fees to 
Runners, ete., and the Council have become responsible for the payment of two 
sums, one of $20 and one of Tis, 20 in connection with his release, which took 
place on the 6th instant. These sums will therefore make the total payments by 
the Council as follows :—

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The only evidence before the Committee as to his treatment in prison is to 
the effect that it was not unusually severe. The irons on his legs were padded, 
and Sergeant Keeling saw him take them off, His handcuffs also could be taken 
off and on, and the native detecgive has seen him put them on to appear before 
the Magistrate. It would appear therefore that the authorities, though bound to 
keep him in irons, did not wish to make him more uncomfortable than necessary, 
On this point however the Committee cannot say much, as their evidence is very 
meagre. 

In addition to the above-mentioned sum of $182, to which Tsao Si-yung is 
entitled under any circumstances, the Committee feel inclined to recommend that 
a final gratuity of $200 be paid to him, and that he be not further employed, 

They recommend however that nothing be done before Tsao Si-yung has 
attended a Meeting of the Committee. They will try to arrange a Meeting as 
soon as he can be found and will then make a final report on the matter, 


Shanghai, 15th September 1887, 


On the 26th September Si-yung attended at a Meeting of the 
Watch Committee, when he was informed what the Council, intended 
doing for him, and a few days afterwards he called at the Council Room 
to say that he was quite satisfied with the proposed arrangement, on 
which a cheque for the amount was handed to him.

Srr,—I have the honour to invite your attention to the need, which year by 
year becomes more pressing, of a Gaol for Chinese prisoners, 

At present there are but two places in this Settlement in which Chinese sentenced 
to imprisonment can be confined, and neither of these can be considered to be a 
Gaol fitted for the reception of prisoners under long sentence, or imprisonment in 
which is likely to deter habitual prisoners from crime. 

At the Hongkew Police Station there are six cells for Chinese prisoners, capable 
of holding about 12 men each, and at the Mixed Court a portion of the Magistrate's 
yamen is set apart for the detention of thieves and debtors, But the two places are 
quite inadequate for present needs, over 90 prisoners having recently been confined 
in the Hongkew Police Station, and the Magistrate's quarters frequently being full 
to excess, 

The results of this over-crowding are many: (1) It is impossible in grave cases 
to inflict adequate sentences, for the prisons would be over-stocked; (2) It is im- 
possible to confine bullies and men of savage and brutal dispositions apart from the 
rest, or to make any distinctions between the treatment in prison of first offenders 
and habitual criminals; (3) Extortion and bullying are common in the prisons; 
(4) The danger of contagious diseases, such as cholera, establishing themselves in 
the prisons, is a source of constant anxiety. 

In view of the fact that as Assessor at the Mixed Court, it is constantly my 
duty to urge the Magistrate to inflict the punishment of imprisonment, in lieu of 
Chinese punishments, which to our minds are barbarous, it seems to me likewise my 
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duty to point out that at present no adequate provision is made for carrying out 
sentences of imprisonment, and that such prevision is urgently needed. To send 
prisoners from the Mixed Court into the city is, as you are aware, to expose them to 
‘barbarities against which we have no opportunity of protesting, until after the event.

In reply I beg to say that your letter and Mr. Carles’ report have been sub- 
mitted to the Council and will receive their careful consideration; in the meantime 
Imay mention that besides the six cells at the Hongkew Station there are four 
cells at the Central Station, and arrangements have now been made for building a 
new Station at the back of the Racquet Court, where additional cells will be provided, 
so that at the three Stations there will be accommodation for about 130 prisoners,

A differenc of opinion having arisen between a resident in the 
Settlement and the Water Works Company about the supply of water 
to which he is entitled in return fora payment of 5 percent on the 
rental of his house, an appeal was made by him to the Council, who gave 
it as their opinion that a payment of 5 per cent on his rental entitles a 
resident to all the water he requires for ordinary domestic purposes, 
but the Water Works Company, whilst admitting that this is correct, 
claim that the quantity of water used for domestic purposes must not 
exceed 20 gallons per day by each foreign occupant of the house, and 
5 gallons by each native servant. 

The following is some of the correspondence on the subject, but the 


question is still under discussion. 
Shanghai, 12th October 1887. 


DeEaR S1n,—Under the 15th of August you were kind enough to let me know 
that there—in the agreement between the Municipal Council and the Waterworks 
Co.—was a clause fixing the maximum charge of water for domestic purposes at 
5°/,, on the rental. 

Notwithstanding this clear clause the Waterworks Co, has for a long time 
charged me 10°/, on my rental, and obstinately refuses to abate this charge. Their 
main argument is, that for a charge of 5°/,, they are only obliged to supply 
20 gallons for foreign adult and 5 gallons for native servant a day, but they 
entirely fail to show any authority for this restriction. They sent to me the 
enclosed two forms of contract, which, as they say, have been approved of by 
the Municipal Council and have been in use from the time they commenced to 
supply water. Very possible ; but, as you will see, the contracts contain nothing 
whatever as to the percentage of rental, and I suppose, that when the Municipal 
Council approved of the forms, it was understood, that the charges should not 
exceed the 5°/,. 

They now threaten to cut off my water supply, if I will not submit to their— 
it seems to me—illegal charge of 10°/, of my rental, 

Please say, if the agreement has become a dead letter, or else by what means. 
the Waterworks Co. can be forced to observe the clauses therein contained ? 

As I should like to have this very disagreeable case settled as soon as possible, 
you would oblige me very much by an early answer.

Srr,—I beg to call your attention to the fact that the Shanghai Waterworks 
Co. has, since the Ist of March 1886, exacted 10 °/o on my rental as payment for 
water suppliéd for ordinary domestic purposes, This is, as far I can see, a 
violation of the agreement between the Municipal Council and the Waterworks 
Company. : 

The Waterworks Company pleads that for the stipulated maximum amount 
(5°. on the rental), they have only to supply me with 1,500 gallons of water 
monthly—it is 20 gallons for each foreign adult and 5 gallons for each native 
servant per day—an amount of water, which is insufficient for ordinary domestic 
purposes,—it leaves for instance bathing out of the question, 

I now beg to ask, if there exists anything authorizing the Waterworks 
Company to make this restriction, if they cannot prove, that I have used water 
for any other purpose but strictly domestic; and if not, if the Municipal 
Council then will take steps to compel the Waterworks Company to fulfil the 
agreement entered upon with the Council, viz., that the Waterworks Company is 
bound to supply water for a maximum charge of 5 °/. on the rental, without any 
restriction as to the amount of water used, as long as it is employed only for 
ordinary domestic purposes.

Compony, and has been deposited with the Council, Provided always that in no case 
in the absence of agreement to the contrary shall the charge for such supply to any 
such consumer as aforesaid, exceed Five per cent of the rental value of the dwelling 
house occupied by such consumer as at present assessed for Municipal purposes, and 
Lam desired to ask you to supply Mr. Meier with water on the terms above stated 
of the agreement, or to inform me in what manner you propose dealing with the: 
complaint made by that gentleman, and represented by him to the Council,

Str,—We beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 9th instant, enclosing 
copies of the letters addressed to the Council by Mr. Hans Meier regarding the 
terms on which he is supplied with water, and in reply we beg to state that we are, 
and always have been prepared to supply Mr. Meier with water at the rate of 
20 gallons for each foreign adult and 5 gallons per day for each native resident 
within his premises, the quantity provided for in terms of our Contract form ©, and 
that upon which the supply for a payment of 5 per cent on rentals was based. 

As you will have seen from copies of the correspondence with’ Mr. Meier a 
meter was fixed to his supply pipe before the Ist September and it was found 
during that month 5,500 gallons were consumed—a quantity that we are not prepared 
to supply him with for the payment of One Mexican Dollar, the equivalent of 
5 per cent on the rental of his house. 

Trusting that this explanation will be satisfactory to the Council.

protest most strongly against your statement that the charge of 5 per cent on 
rentals was based upon a supply limited to 20 gallons per day for foreigners and 
6 gallons for natives, 

I am directed also to ask you upon what authority you base your statement that 
your contract form C was submitted to and approved of by the Council,

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Leaving apart for the present the question of Mr. H. Meier's supply, the 
Council wish to come to a definite understanding with the Water Works Company 
as to the proper interpretation of the words, “for ordinary domestic purposes,” and 
they insist upon having this question submitted to arbitration as provided for in 
clause 20 of the agreement.

Srr,—Your letter of the 6th instant has been laid before the Directors of this 
Company, and having received their most careful consideration, we are instructed 
to reply to it, but we would first mention that they take exception to the somewhat 
discourteous tone in which it is written and would point out that as this Company 
contributes a considerable amount annually in rates and taxes to the Municipal 
Revenue, the Directors consider they are entitled “to be treated with the same 
courtesy as would be shown to any individual ratepayer, 


We note the Council protest most strongly against our statement that the 
charge of 5 /, on rentals was based upon a supply limited to 20 gallons per day 
for Foreigners and 5 gallons for Natives, but we must nevertheless adhere to the 
strict accuracy of our statement, that it was upon this basis of supply that our 
works were constructed and that our estimates of the daily requirements of the 
population of the Settlements were formed, and the Council’s protest cannot in 
any way alter these facts. ¥ 


With regard to your enquiry “Upon what authority we base our statement 
that our Contract form C was submited to and approved of by the. Council,” 
We beg to say that it was first submitted to the Council on the 21st September 
1883 when it was sent in, in answer to your official enquiry of the previous day 
asking us to “Send you for the information of the Council the printed form 
which consumers are required to sign before they are supplied with water ;” that it 
was again submitted to your Council by our Chairman, Mr. McLxop, at the personal 
interview of himself and Mr. Harr with the Council on the 22nd October 1883; 
that after this date considerable correspondence took place between the Council 
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and the Company with reference to the supply of water to private consumers ; 
and that finally, on the demand of the Council, it was agreed that the questions 
in dispute should be submitted to arbitration, the Company in the letter 
addressed to the Council on the 24th December 1883 giving their consent to this 
course of action. From that date to the present time nothing further has been 
heard from the Council regarding this arbitration which they then “insisted” on, 
and as an interval of nearly four years has been allowed to elapse, the Directors 
consider they were justified in assuming that the Council were, upon reconsidera- 
tion, satisfied with the arrangements existing between the Company and the private 
consumers of water, and they have been further strengthened in this belief from 
the fact that in July 1886, when a question as to the daily Municipal supply of 
water was submitted to arbitration, no mention whatsoever was made of any 
desire to submit to the arbitrators the questions previously in dispute in1883. 


We note the Council now “insist on submitting to arbitration the question 
of what is “the proper interpretation of the words for ‘ordinary domestic 


” 


purposes,’ 


We are advised that the interpretation of the above four words quoted 
cannot be made a subject for arbitration, as the words speak for themselves, 
and we must therefore decline the Council's demand to go to arbitration upon them, 
especially as any decision arrived at, could not affect the question in dispute 
between the Council and the Company, but they are quite prepared to discuss with 
the Council, or with any members of it, the quantity of water the Company should 
supply toa consumer for a payment of 5 °/y on rentals under all the circumstances 
of the case, and failing any understanding being arrived at, to submit the same to- 
arbitration as provided for in clause 20 of the Agreement with the Council. 


We trust, however, arbitration may not become necessary, if, as we venture 
to hope is practicable, an understanding or agreement can be arrived at between 
the Council and our Company, and to this end we are prepared to receive and 
consider the views of the Council upon the point, or to arrange for an interview 
between the Council or some of its members and our Directors,

GENTLEMEN,—I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 29th ulto., 
which has been duly considered by the Council and in answer thereto I am 
instructed to say :— 

Your letter under reply raises five points, viz. :-— 

1,—That the charge of 5 per cent on rentals was based upon a supply limited 
to 20 gallons per day for foreigners, and 5 gallons for natives. 

2.—That your contraet form C, was submitted to and approved of by the 
Council on the 21st September 1883, and was again submitted to the Council by 
Mr. McLeop, the Chairman of your Company on the 22nd October 1883, 

3.—That on 21st November 1883, the Council wished to have the points in 
difference between themselves and your Directors submitted to Arbitration as 
provided by thé Agreement of 18th March 1881, to which suggestion your Directors 
agreed on 24th December 1883. 

4.—That as the Arbitration was not procecded with your Directors consider 
that they were and are justified in assuming that the Council upon consideration 
were satisfied with the arrangements existing between your Company and the 
private consumers of its water. 

5.—That to avoid the necessity for Arbitration now, an interview might be 
arranged between the Council or some of its Members, and your Directors, to come 
to an understanding or agreement respecting the question on which the Council 
differ from the Company, i.e., the quantity of water to which a private consumer 
is entitled for ordinary domestic purposes for a charge of 5 per cent on rental 
value, in the absence of any special agreement, 

Before proceeding to deal with these points seriatim, the Council have to dis- 
claim any intentional want of courtesy and see nothing discourteous in “the tone” 
of their Secretary’s letter to you of the 6th instant. It was a purely business 
communication upon matters on which they do not agree with your Directors 
and they deprecate the making of a personal charge of discourtesy without some 
necessity and clear foundation. 

1—The Council cannot in any way agree that when your Company was 
seeking to obtain permission for the construction of its works, the then Council 
were parties to any basis limiting the supply of water to private consumers to 
20 gallons per day for foreigners and 5 gallons for natives, 

The report of the proceedings of the Special Meeting of 16th June 1880, seems 
to them to prove that no such limit was even contemplated. 

Whatever may have been the basis of the Company’s calculations for the 
construction of its Works and estimates of the supply required, the Council had 
nothing to do with those calculations, 

A maximum charge to private consumers was actually fixed and DEELEY 
for a maximum supply for ordinary domestic purposes, 
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Moreover, on the 16th November 1883, your Company agreed to the Council’s 
definition of the words “ for ordinary domestic purposes” restricting the supply of 
water to the “strictly household requirements of the consumer, his household and 
household servants.” 


2,—The Council regret to find that their Minutes are entirely at variance with 
the statement contained in your letter of the 29th ulto., and it is also not in the 
recollection of their Secretary, that your contract form ©, was submitted to and 
approved of by the then Council on the 2Ist September 1883, and again on the 
22nd October 1883, They cannot but believe that there is some misapprehension 
on the part of your Directors on this head as they are informed by their Secretary 
that it was your form B, which was then submitted to the Council. 


8,—You are quite correct in saying that the Arbitration which the then 
Council desired to have in November 1883, and to which your Company agreed on 
the 24th December 1883, was not prosecuted, 


They can only account for this on the hypothesis that the two cases of 
Mr, A. J, How and Mr. Bots, out of which the discussion at the time sprang, were 
amicably arranged and that the succeeding Council did not find themselves under 
the necessity of prosecting the matter. 


4,—The Council cannot agree that because that Arbitration was not proceeded 
with, your Directors were justified in assuming that the Council were assenting 
parties to limiting the supply of water to private consumers “for ordinary domestic 
purposes "—they had expressly alleged the contrary in their letter to you of the 
80th October 1883, while in your reply to that letter in which you declined to 
accept the “conditions” of the Council, you did so, by stating generally that some 
of those conditions, without specifying which, seemed entirely at variance with 
the Agreement, ; 


In accepting the definition your Directors impliedly recognised the right to 
an unlimited supply for the purposes stated in the definition. 

5.—The Council agree with you that no Arbitration is necessary, at any rate 
at present, to determine the meaning of the words “for ordinary domestic 


purposes” and under these circumstances the Council do not think that an inter- 
view between them and your Directors is necessary or would be useful,

At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers the following Resolution was 
proposed by Mr. A. G. Woon, seconded by Mr. Apuzr, and carried 
unanimously ;— ; 


“That the Council are hereby authorized and instructed to prepare a report 
upon the condition of the foreshores of the Soochow Creek, along with estimates 
of the cost of levelling, regulating, and bunding the same, and to enter into 
correspondence and negotiations with the local authorities and others concerned, 
for the purpose of drawing up plans and estimates for the execution of any work 
which may be decided on as necessary for the conservation of the Soochow 
Creek. 


“The Report and Estimates to be submitted to the Ratepayers, either ata 
meeting to be called specially for the purpose, or at the next Annual Meeting, and 
any expenses incurred in carrying out the object of these instructions to be 
defrayed out of the Revenue for the current year.” 

Tn accordance with the terms of this Resolution the following report 
upon the condition of the foreshores of the Creek has been drawn up, 
and the annexed correspondence gives full details of all the negotiations 
between the Native Authorities and the Council regarding the proposed 
dredging and bunding of the Creek. 


MINUTE BY THE WorKS CoMMITTEE. 


The Works Committee beg to submit to the Council the following report, 
which they have drawn up about the Soochow Creek and its condition, in 
pursuance of the instructions given in the Resolution on the subject passed at the 
last Land Renters’ meeting. 


In the early months of the year the accompanying Memorandum was drawn 
up, anda plan was prepared by the Municipal Surveyor showing the lines of 
Bunding and Embankment to be recommended by the Council, In April the 
Council received Messrs. MoRRISON & GRATTON’S proposals for an extension of 
the North Soochow Road, from the North Honan Road to the Fukien Road bridge. 
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The Council were glad to accept these proposals, which were, however, subject to 
an understanding being come to with the native authorities about the portion of 
the road in front of the Tien How Temple being always left open for public use, 
The Taotai’s consent to this was not received until the end of July, and then a 
plan of the proposed Bunding and of the Road between the North Honan and 
Fukien Roads was sent for his approval, During August the line of Bunding 
proposed by the Council was marked out, when the Taotai having pointed out 
that it appeared t# him to be beyond, or outside the old Bank of the creek, an 

” inspection of the site was made by his Deputy, Wana, and the’ Municipal 
Surveyor, which was followed by an examination on the spot by the Taotai 
himself, the Chairman of the Council also being present. The objection that the 
proposed line extended too far into the Creek was maintained and it was agreed 
that it should be set back ; accordingly a fresh plan was drawn up, setting the 
Bunding line back 18 to 20-feet and extending it only so far as to connect with 
the proposed new Shanse Road Bridge. In reply to this the Taotai, on the 17th 
October, notified that an officer of rank had been deputed to report upon the 
condition of the whole of the Soochow Creek, and that the present question must 
await that official's arrival, before he could take any steps. The Council have 
recently learnt of the arrival of the Taotai Lr Kuna@-yuen, and have been 
informed that when measurements have been taken, the work of excavation will 
be commenced, Steps are being taken to obtain particulars of what the native 
officials intend doing, and to secure for the Council the right of co-operation in 
the work within the limits of the Settlements. 

The several negotiations above referred to have all more or less connection 
with the general subject of the Soochow Creek, on which the Council have to 
report, and pending their solution no active steps have been taken by the Council, 
and now that the Native Authorities have notified their intention of dredging the 
creek, it appears desirable for the Council to await further information about the 
nature of the work they propose undertaking, before moving further in the 
matter ; at the same time the Works Committee desire to urge the Council to use 
all their influence in having the dredging and embanking, or bunding done in 
such a manner as to ensure a permanent improvement in the waterway, and this. 
especially as regards the section from the Garden Bridge to the mouth of the 
Creek, 


REPORT. 


On consulting the Municipal Reports for a number of years past the first 
steps for inquiring into the condition of the Soochow Creek appear to have been 
taken in 1864, In the Autumn of that year the Municipal Engineer was 
instructed to ascertain if it was possible to continue the Bund line from the - 
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‘Whangpoo River to the Defence Creek and to furnish a report on the shore line of 
the Settlement ; and this report with a plan of the proposed embankment was 
submitted and sent to the Consular body and the Chamber of Commerce, 


In the letter dated 6th October 1864 to the Chamber of Commerce there is 
the following paragraph :— 


: “One essential point of the new Bunding scheme is the contraction of the 
mouth of the Soochow Creek (still giving it an increased width of 50 feet at 
Will's Bridge) by the “starling shaped” corner in front of H.B.M.'s Consulate 
intended to break the force of the up-tide and to direct the volume of 
water from the creek, when at the ebb, on past the American Settlement, 
that being the only effectual method of preventing future dead water 
and consequent deposit at same places, for if the said corner be rounded off, a 
spread of part of the stream on to the front of the English Settlement must result, 
which would cause it again to come into direct encounter with the tide of the 
Whangpoo. You will also see the advantages of the “starling shaped” corner 
with regard to the up-tide, of which it will lessen the force by dividing it, diverting 
a larger body on through the main stream and reducing its impetuosity in the 
creek by the alteration of the mouth from its present “bell shaped” curve, a 
*eurve more calculated than any other to add to the violence of an inflowing tide 
by impelling, from a wide base, large volumes of water up a too suddenly contract- 
ing channel, thus acting in a similar manner to an hydraulic ram.” 


And in another letter dated 16th January 1865, occurs the following :— 


“The Soochow Creek would be 420 feet wide at the mouth forming an angle 
by a “starling point” the western side of which would continue up to Will's 
Bridge. The Hongkew shore of the Soochow Creek, above the coincidence of the 
curve of the main Bund, would sweep round into the Hongkew Bund at the angle 
between the Astor House and -Howard's Jetty, running as near as 10 feet to the 
South corner of Todd’s store.” 


This “starling shaped” corner, according to the above recommendations, 
appears to have been adopted when the mud flat in front of the British Consulate 
was reclaimed and laid out as a Public Garden, and which, so far as the mud 
filling is concerned, was done during the years 1866 to 1868, a portion of the mud 
used coming from the Yang-king-pang Creek, which was being cleaned at the 
time. 

It is a question as to how far the banks now existing at the mouth of the 
Soochow Creek are to be attributed to the adoption of this particular bund line, 


Nothing further appears to have been done towards bunding the Creek until 
1869, when the banks between Will's Bridge and the New Boat House anda portion 
to the west of the same bridge on the Hongkew side were dwarf bunded, and the 
Municipal Engineer recommended that a Bund should be made between the Boat 
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House and the Honan Road, but his proposals were not adopted as it “was 
considered that, as the shore line was filling up so fast, a slope faced with 
granite chips would meet all requirements when Bunding became necessary. 


In 1869-70 the abutments of the present Garden Bridge were made, and while 
this bridge was building a pontoon bridge was placed across the Creek about the 
end of the Upper Yuen-ming-yuen Road, It was approached by a mole which 
has, undoubtedly, had much to do with the filling in of the bank known as the 
Ince foreshore, and which was bunded to its present line in 1881. At the Land 
Renter's meeting in May 1871, the General Scheme of bunding in front of both 
Settlements was discussed, and in the report for that year the Council go fully 
into the question of these bundings, arriving at the conclusion that it is of most 
importance that the bunding of the Hongkew foreshore should first be done, 
leaving the rest of the work for a future period. In the following year it is 
reported that the General Bunding Scheme south of the Soochow Creek remained 
in abeyance, as the Taotai’s assent to it could not be obtained, and an under- 
standing with one foreshore proprietor could not be come to, 


In 1873 the Council purchased the property and rights of the Soochow Creek 
Bridge Co. and a further piece of bunding west of the Will’s Bridge was done, 
At the Land Renters’ meeting in May 1873, resolutions were passed to builda 
bridge at the end of the Honan Road, and to bund the north side of the Creek 
from the Honan Road to the Garden Bridge, the proposer estimating the cost of 
the bunding at Tls. 7,000, but other estimates put it at 10/11,000 and 16,000 taels. 
In the same year a correspondence took place with the Senior Consul, and through 
him with the native authorities, in which a scheme for bunding the Creek was 
discussed, and ultimately a plan giving it, within the limits of the Settlements, 
an uniform course and a width of 200 feet at its mouth was agreed upon; in 1872 
the Works Committee reported in favor of giving the Creek a greater width, in 
which the Municipal Engineer did not agree and, as is well known, this scheme 
of bunding and reclamation has never been carried out. In December 1873, a 
numerously signed letter was addressed to the Council urging them to proceed 
with the bunding on the North side between the Honan Road and Will's bridge, 
and the report for 1874 states that the original plan ofa half bunding is being carried 
out, as the landowners concerned would not contribute to the cost of a full 
bunding ; this work was completed in 1877. 


At the Land Renters’ Meeting in May 1875 the condition of the Creek came 
under discussion, and the statement was made that between the Honan Road 
bridge and the mouth of the Creek there was depth of only about four feet at low 
water, and it was decided that the co-operation of the Native Authorities should 
be invited to cleanse this and the Yang-king-pang Creeks. But from the Report 
of this year it appears that they would not clean, or assist in cleaning the Creek 
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though they gave their approval to the Bunding scheme, including both frontages 
of the Soochow Creek, and the oe therefore proposed to clean it, improve the 
bund line and deepen the Channel where necessary. 


In 1876 the Council gave permission to build a dyke on the foreshore from 
the Garden bridge to Howard's Wharf, provided the Bund line was agreed to, and 
this was objected to by the Taotai. In 1879 the Chinese Authorities undertook to 
dredge the mouth of the Creek, and the section between the Garden bridge and 
the Police Hulk was done in 1880, five months being spent on the work, and in 
the Report for that year it is stated that the mud had accumulated again very 
rapidly, till the depth of water was much the same as before the dredging. The 
Council also report that it is desirable to fill in the Bund from the Garden bridge 
to the Wuchang road, and a plan was drawn up in which, to obtain the new bund 
line, an exchange of land is proposed with the Representatives of the Will's 
estate, while the Japanese Consul General expressed his willingness to surrender 
land for a road in front of his Consulate; and at the Land Renter's Meeting of 
February, 1881, a resolution approving of this scheme was adopted, the cost of 
carrying it out being estimated at 12,000 taels; but the Council, in their Report 
for the year, state that they had not acted on this resolution as the majority of 
the Council were opposed to a surrender of a portion of the present road in front 
of the Astor House. In 1883 the Public Garden Committee urged the Council to 
reclaim a portion of the mud bank in front of the Garden and a provision for 
doing so was made in the Budget for 1884, but at the Land Renters’ Meeting in 
February the Chairman of the Council had to state that the Taotai would not give 
his consent to this reclamation, and when, later in the year, the Chinese again 
dredged the mouth of the Creek they would not allow the mud extracted to be 
used in filling up this foreshore, 


In the same year a correspondence took place about the bunding of the fore- 
shore in front of Will’s estate, which had been commenced, 


The Council had the matter referred to the City Authorities and the Taotai 
requested that the work should be stopped, alleging that it was an infraction of 
the international agreement of 1871. A commission, on which the Council were 
represented, was appointed—and reported that the new line of bunding would not 
be injurious to the River, if care be taken that it is not allowed to silt up, and 
no further encroachments are allowed. 


The Taotai objected to this, and a new Committee was appointed which 
obtained the opinions of five professional experts, all of which varied and were 
conflicting, and on no point were their views more divergent than on the question 
of the advantages and disadvantages of the bund line proposed by the Trustees of 
the Will’s estate. The Committee gave its attention to the line proposed by the 
Taotai, and made the following suggestions which it was considered would effect 
considerable improvements in it. 1st.—That the line should be continued above 
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the Garden Bridge until it gradually merges into the present old bunding. 2nd.— 
That the projection of the south-west corner of the bunding in front of the 
Japanese Consulate-General being detrimental to the River, the Authorities should 
endeavour to arrange for a mitigation of the evil; and the strong recommendation 
is made that both sides of the mouth of the Oreek be bunded at the same time, 
and that no bunding be hereafter allowed on the Creek within the limits of the 
Settlements unless in‘ conformity with a general plan previously agreed upon by 
the Chinese Authorities, the Consular Body and the Municipal Council, 


The bunding works were stopped, and since then nothing has been done to 
improve the condition of any portion of the foreshores of the Oreek,

From the foregoing it will be seen that, though some portions of the Creek 
foreshore have been bunded, none of the general schemes of bunding, even after 
haying been approved of by the Land Renters, have ever been carried out, and 
that all the work done has been in the Section between the mouth of the Creek 
and the Honan road bridge—west of which nothing whatever has been done, 
except in connection with the bridges; the consequence is that the foreshores of 
the Creek are in a state of disorder which must be seen to be appreciated. The 
question how to remedy this state of things is constantly becoming a more difficult 
one, and if can only be done by the adoption of such a general scheme as will 
provide some definite and agreed upon plan of reclamation and bunding, to be 
carried out as means and opportunities for doing so present themselves. To com- 
mence with, it will be necessary to prepare a plan showing the line of new foreshore 
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cand bunding which the Council will recommend, and which probably should be 
"paged on the plans already referred to, drawn up in 1873 and 1884; it should 
extend the whole length of the Creek within the limits of the Settlements and 
include the names of those registered owners of land for whose co-operation it 
may be necessary to negotiate. 

Itis most desirable that there should be an open road or thoroughfare the 
whole length of the Creek, and by preference on the south bank, but as it does not 
appear at all likely that the land can be obtained, it will be better to arrange for it 
on the north bank, and in this connection the offer now under consideration from 
Messrs. MORRISON & GRATTON comes in very opportunely, As regards the bunding 
to be done, it is probable that, for the greater part, sloping bunds faced with 
granite chips will be found sufficient, full bundings being only adopted where 
absolutely necessary, and the estimate of cost should be based on this under- 
standing, When the plans are ready they will have to be submitted to the Chinese 
Authorities, who it is hoped will give their consent to, and bear their share of the 
cost of executing, such scheme as may finally be adopted, and it is beyond question 
that, in any complete scheme, the work of reclamation and bunding should be 
extended as far as the Stone Bridge, a structure which might be modified with 
advantage to the conservation and navigation of the Creek. 

Hongkew Creek.—It will some day become necessary to continue the Fearon 
road between the Seward and Hanbury roads, and a full bunding, as elsewhere in 
this Creek, will have to be made; the cost of it will be considerable, but it isa 
work which should be done as soon as it conveniently can be,

Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 28th ultimo 
enclosing translation of a Note from the Taotai intimating that Li Taotai has been 
deputed by the Governor Sung to superintend the dredging of the Soochow Creek ;

The Council note that after the measurements have been made of the part 
between Sinza and the mouth of the Creek, the work of excavation will be com- 
menced, and they will be much obliged if you will obtain for them a copy of the 
plan of the work and particulars of the manner in which it is to be executed, 
The Council, in pursuance of the Resvlution to that effect passed at the last Rate- 
payers’ Meeting, have been studying the condition of the Creek and have prepared 
a plan showing a line of reclamation of its banks and giving it an even and uniform 
course from the Defence Creek to the mouth, and they are quite ready to place this 
plan at the disposal of the Native authorities. 

As the interests of property-holders and of residents are likely to be affected by 
the manner in which this important work is carried out, I trust you will be able to 
secure for the Council the right of co-operation in it so far as regards the foreshores 
of the Creek within the limits of the Settlement, and they will be quite prepared to 
render all the assistance in their power towards providing for the permanent im- 
provement of the condition and course of the Creek and for preventing its foreshores 
from relapsing into their present, in many places, very offensive condition.

DREDGING AND BUNDING OF THE SOocHOW CREEK. 


By invitation from the Taotai, the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the 
Council and the Municipal Surveyor had an interview with him on the morning 
of Friday the 23rd instant to discuss the plans for dredging and bunding the 
Soochow Creek, 

The Council's plan was considered at some length, and the proposed lines of 
bundings and reclaimed foreshores appeared to meet with the Taotai’s general 
approval, but it was considered necessary to set back the Council's line close to 
the present south bank (which is sufficiently well defined) in the narrow section 
of the Creek between the Honan and Fokien road bridges, and there does not 
appear to be any chance of obtaining sufficient frontage for making a road on this 
side to connect the two bridges. 

The" plan drawn up by the Native Authorities was then produced and 
compared with that of the Council, and it was finally decided that the Municipal 
Surveyor should lay down on this map the lines proposed by the Council. The 
Taotai expressed his desire to work in harmony with the Council in carrying out 
this work, which was to be commenced immediately, it being desirable to have it 
completed during the cold season, and it will be done by dredging machines and 
without closing the Creek by dams, and it was proposed that the mud excavated 
should be used for filling up the north bank where required. 

The Taotai then explained at some length that the instructions brought by 
the Taotai Li were that the Creek was to be dredged to the width of 300 feet, 
which was it width as shown in the old Chinese maps, but he feared it would be 
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. impossible to do this in consequence of the extension which had been made to the 
properties bordering on the Creek. He pointed out that such accretions were, 
by Chinese law, the property of the Chinese Government until they had been 
measured and their assessed value paid for, and he would shortly have to address 
the Senior Consul to request him to notify to those concerned that they will be 
called on to pay for any such extensions beyond the original banks of the Creek. 

When discussing the line of embankment which appeared most desirable to 
adopt at the mouth of the Creek, on its being pointed out that the proposed line 
‘on the north bank from the Woosung road to the German Consulate was the one 
suggested by the Native Authorities in 1884, and that the Council could only 
apply any foreshores they acquired to public purposes, the Taotai stated that it 
would be very difficult for him to allow any further filling-up to be done there 
until the registered owners of the property known as the Will's Estate had paid 
for the foreshores which had already been reclaimed by them. He was in hopes 
that this matter would be amicably settled through the Senior Consul, otherwise 
it would have to be referred to the Provincial authorities, and perhaps ultimately 
to the Tsung-li Yamén, 

The Chairman undertook to communicate the Taotai’s remarks to the Senior 
Consul, but it was clearly explained that the members of the Council present were 
only able to discuss the question of the dredging and bunding of the Creek, and 
that all questions connected with the foreshores already acquired would have to 
be dealt with by the native authorities, the Board of Consuls, and the holders of 
the properties concerned. 

In the afternoon the same members of the Municipal Body, in company of 
the Chehsien and the officials appointed to superintend the dredging operations, 
inspected the Creek from the mouth to the Defence Creek, when the proposed 
new bund lines were explained to them, as well as could be done, on the spot,

Government on the West side of the North Honan road is now being completely 
built over, and as this will prevent all access from the Honan road to the large 
District situated to the West of it, I have the honour to request that you will 
represent to the Taotai how important it is that there should be a road through 


the land, and obtain his consent to one being made, immediately to the North of 
the Tien Hou Temple,

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At present there is a vacant space left there of about 12 feet, but the Council 
desire to have the road at least 30 feet in width, and as the land has been leased 
to Ching Chong, who has already erected some houses on it, they undertake 
to arrange with him for their removal if the Taotai consents to the road being 
made. 

I inclose a plan showing the line of buildings on the land extending almost 
without a break from the Soochow Creek to the Canton Garden with the portion 
coloured red through which the Council are desirous to be allowed to make a road. 

As the houses built by Ching Chong are now nearly ready for occupation, the 
Council will feel much obliged by your letting them know as early as possible 
whether or not the Taotai agrees to the proposed arrangement.

“Secondly, regarding the request of the Council for permission to broaden the 
new road North of the T‘ien-how Kung to 30 feet, they say that as Yeh Ch‘éng- 
chung has already leased and built upon the land, if permission be given they 
will come to a satisfactory understanding with Yeh Ch‘éng-chung, etc., ete. In 
answer to this I have to state that, the Government land in question having been 
leased to Yeh Ch‘éng-chung, it will be for that person to take steps himself: the 
houses have already been built there, and it is impossible to order him to pull 
them down for a road.”

In answer to this I have to state, that 
the Government road in question has, so far, been quite open to both foreigners 
and Chinese. As Yeh Ch‘éng-chung has already leased and built upon the adjoin- 
ing land, he has been asked his views upon the subject of laying out the road, 
making side-gutters, lighting, ete., etc., and has stated that he is willing to do all 

- this at his own expense, If, however, he should fail to do this properly, the 
- matter can be taken into further consideration, and the Municipal Council may be 
inyited to take the matter in hand for him,”

I now beg to enclose translation of his reply from which it will be seen that 
the Taotai has, on further consideration, decided that he is precluded by his

' allow the construction of the proposed new Road behind the Tien Hou Temple. 
T regret this decision and can only hope that the Taotai will see the advisability,

‘ road which the Municipal Council wish to construct north of the T‘ien-hou 
Temple, and proposing to indemnify Yeh Ch‘eng-chung for the houses built on 
the Government land there which it was desired to pull down. Also, with 
reference to the sewage and lighting of the North Honan Road, you ask me for 

a reply as to whether these duties can be handed over to the Council. 
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In reply I have to state that the North Honan Road as well as the land 
leased by Yeh Ch‘eng-chung are all included in the land repurchased by the 
Chinese Government from the former Railway Company. During the gérance of 
my predecessor the ¢aotai Liu, the then U.S, Consul-General sent his interpreter to 
this office to discuss the question whether the Government road at the place in 
question could be handed over-to the management of the Municipal Council, and 
Liu ¢aotai replied that, whilst foreigners were perfectly at liberty to make use of 
Chinese Government roads, he could not possibly agree to the Council taking it 
over and repairing it at their own expense ; and, in answer to the representations 
made to the then Viceroy Shén, his Excellency said that, China having bought 
back the railway to serve as a government road, foreigners could of course make 
use of it in common with Chinese, but that it was for China to decide for herself 
whether it wanted repairs or no, and it was not desirable for foreigners to interfere 
in the matter, 

Later on, the District Magistrate and deputies represented that the Municipal’ 
Council had sent workmen to‘pull up the government road between the Number 
two Bridge and the Sii Garden with a view to reconstructing it. They were 
clearly told that it was a government road, and that it was for China to do the 
work, on which the Council desisted, and the deputies gave it as their opinion 
that in future it would be unnecessary for the Council to manage the road at 
their own expense; on which the then ¢aotai Liu, now Chinese Minister in 
England, officially notified the then Senior Consul, the German Consul-General 
Focke, and requested him to direct the Council accordingly. 

So that the North Honan Road is a Chinese government road, and, in 
accordance with what has been done officially, it is inexpedient that the sewage 
and lighting of it should be carried out by and at the expense of the Council, nor 
£an this road be handed over to the charge of the Municipal Council. 

The land leased by Yeh Ch‘eng-chung is part of the old «railway site 
repurchased by China, which has been temporarily let out to him; as soon as the 
lease is up the land must revert to government. The proposal of the Council to 
arrange with Yeh Ch‘eng-chung to have some of the houses pulled down to make 
way for a road would involve the said roads reverting to the management of the 
Council as soon as such roads were made, which would be imcompatible with the 
arrangements already officially made; so that it is not to be wondered at that 
Yeh Ch‘eng-chung does not take it upon himself to act, but is willing to do 
what is necessary at his own expense. Nor can I, the present ¢aotai, myself 
ignore already acts officially registered by lightly permitting the Council to open 
out a new road upon government land, in such a way as to incur the censure of 
my superiors, " 

I regret therefore that I cannot meet your wishes in the matter and, asking 
you kindly to accept my excuses, I seize this occasion, etc., etc.

Several proposals having been made to the Council in the early 
part of the year for extending the present, and making new roads in 
Hongkew, on rather an extensive scale, the Surveyor was instructed to 
prepare a plan showing all the proposed roads, along with a schedule 
giving the estimated value of the different lots of land necessary to be 
acquired, and an estimate of the cost of raising, bricking, and sanding 
the roads. 

Annexed is the schedule, from which it appears that the land 
required for the roads measures about 57m. 71. 3h. Of. and that the 
value put upon it by the owners is Tls. 24,700, to which add Tis. 6,000 
for a new bridge across the Hongkew Creek at the end of Hanbury 
road, and Tls, 16,470 for bricking and sanding the roads, and removal 
of graves, etc, making a grand total of Tls. 47,170, exclusive of 
drainage, etc, 

After carefully considering the plan, the Council were in favor of 
the scheme being carried out, but as doing so will involve the expenditure 
of a large sum, they decided that the plans, ete., should be submitted to 
the Ratepayers for their approval, and that a Resolution recommending 
the adoption of the scheme should be brought forward at the Annual 
Meeting. 

The Council are in favour of the roads marked A & J in the schedule 
being made at once, but the others may be allowed to stand over 
in the meantime. 

With regard to the value put upon the land, the Council desire to 
point out that when Hongkew was amalgamated with this Settlement, 
it came under the Land Regulations, which provide that the land 
required for roads shall be surrendered free of cost, and that in the 
agreement made in 1862 between Mr. Sewarp, U.S. Consul-General, 
and the Taotai, there is the following clause:—‘The Municipal 
Authority may lay out roads and streets, and all land acquired sub- 
sequent to the date of this agreement shall be subject to the proviso 
expressed, or understood, that the renter shall surrender the land 
required for roads to the public use.” 
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The Council consider that it is evident from this clause that it was 
intended that land for roads in Hongkew should be surrendered free of 
cost, and it was upon this basis that they decided to recommend the 
scheme to the Ratepayers, but at the same time it seems to them to be 
only fair that owners who have paid Municipal Taxes on their land for 
several years should have some compensation made to them when they 

. surrender part of it for a road, and it may therefore be necessary to enter 
into negotiations with some owners for such portions of their land as 
may be required,

Re Proposed New Roads North of Soochow Creech. 


S1r,—We beg to hand you herewith a plan showing proposed new Roads om 
the North bank of the Soochow Creek in Hongkew, and being extensions of the 
North Soochow Road and Shansi Road, 

The owners have authorised us to lay before you the proposal and have 
agreed to surrender to public use the land necessary for the extension of the 
North Soochow Road, as tinted red on the plan, free of charge provided the 
Council will execute the necessary bunding on the Creek, form and brick the 
road as soon as practicable, and metal, curb and drain the same as soon as the 
condition of the properties abutting thereon render this necessary or desirable, 
This road is about 700 feet long by 80 feet wide and the only portion left for 
arrangement by the Council is the strip coloured yellow on plan, opposite the 
Chinese Temple, which, although now used as a road, will require to be formally 
surrendered to public use by the Chinese authorities, The line of bunding has 
been approved by your surveyor, and the actual curves will be set out on the 
ground with him if finally settled. 

We are also authorised by the owners to offer you a 30-foot road as coloured 
blue on the plan running from the Soochow Creek back into the country a 
distance of about 900 feet, on the same terms as above (exclusive of bunding) 
provided the Council will erect a bridge across the Creek to connect this road 
with the Shanse Road. 

A bridge in this position is now urgently needed as the distance between the 
Honan Road and Fokien Road bridges is very considerable, and this would then 
render the Shanse Road a valuable thoroughfare, 

The new road last mentioned almost equally divides the distance between the 
North Honan and North Fokien Roads, and there is no road of any description 
in the neighbourhood at present although the traffic is heavy over the Chinese 
foot-paths, 
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The only charges in connection with this scheme will be professional fees for 
negociating with the owners and surrendering the land, which will not amount to 
a large sum, 

We would venture to request the Council to give the matter their early

Srr,—I have the honour to inform you that the Council propose making 
arrangements to bund the North side of the Soochow Creek between the North 
Honan and Fokien road bridges and for continuing the North Soochow road along 
the new bunding. 

For the purpose of making the road the owners of a portion of the Lots along 
the Creek have agreed to surrender, free of cost, strips of their properties 30 feet in

Your letter and plan have been submitted to the Council, who in reply desire 
me to inform you that they have addressed the Senior Consul requesting him to ask 
the Taotai if he will surrender the strip of land in front of the Chinese Temple at 
the corner of the North Honan road or give some guarantee that it will always 
remain, as at present, open for public use, 3 

Should the Taotai agree to this, and provided that no objection is made by the 
Native Authorities to the proposed bunding of the Creek; the Council will accept 
the surrender of the land required for the extension of the North Soochow road and 
will execute the necessary bunding of the Creek, form and brick the road as soon as 
possible, and will metal, curb and drain it whenever the condition of the properties 
abutting on it renders this necessary or desirable, 

With regard to the proposed North Shanse road, the Council will be glad to 
accept the surrender of the strip of land required for it on the same terms as-above, 
but they are unable at present to give a definite promise that they will build the 
bridge across the Soochow Creek as proposed; they will however undertake to 
submit the proposal to the Ratepayers at the Annual Meeting with a recommenda- 
tion that the bridge should be erected, and they will make provision for it in the 
Budget for next year.

The present line of stone bunding is to be followed, and no advance creekwards 
is to be made, but the Council may pull down and rebund with stone the Chinese 
stone bunding if they please. The space occupied by the steps within the present 
stone bunding line may be filled in, 

A strong wooden jetty with double steps, sufficient for a large boat traffic, to be 
put up by the Council outside the present bunding line.

S1r,—I have received your note of the 16th July, with reference to the public 
road in front of the T'ien Hou Kung, stating that, as I had sent officers to examine 
the spot in conjunction with your own, you would like to know if the road could 
be constructed as proposed. 

I directed the deputies to hasten with their report, and have now received a 
representation from the Magistrates and deputies to the effect that they had made 
enquiry and proceeded to examine the spot in company with Mr. Interpreter Parker 
and had found that the land in question lay in front of the T'ien Hou Kung and 
was not included in the unused land behind leased by Yeh Ch'éng-chung, That 
nearly parallel with the creek there was a bamboo fence, and that the land 
indicated by the Council was unoccupied land without the fence, which land, 
running east and west, had already practically been a public road, free to foreigners 
and Chinese alike without reserve, As to the stone embankment lining the creek 
there, it is strong enough ; but as the Council now seem to fear that the carriage 
traffic might shake it, their proposal to make it stronger may be acceded to; but 
they must not carry it out further than befure, to the uudue encroachment upon 
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Government waters. Their proposal to fill in the gap formed by the stone steps, and 
to substitute a fresh wooden landing-place outside the bunding, will in no way 
interfere with the boat traffic or water communications; but as wood is not so 
strong a material as stone, the Council should be directed to mend or reconstruct it 
as occasion may require, The unused Government land outside the fence is 152 
English feet long, 37 feet broad at the east end, and 31 feet at the west, forming a 
total area of 0702 Chinese acres: if the road is now made 30 English feet broad at 
each end, this will be 0633 Chinese acres, leaving outside the fence 0069 of an acre, 
as by map enclosed in their report to me. 

As the Government land in question is already practically a public road for the 
use of Chinese and foreigners alike, the present proposal of the Council to recon- 
struct the bunding along the creek for the convenience of carriage and foot traffic 
is a very excellent one, and is hereby approved, 

But apart from its use as a public road, the Council must never put the land 
in question to other uses, nor will they be allowed to fill in without permission the 
Government creek by extending the bunding outwards, to the injury of our water 
communications. 

Ihave directed the magistrate and deputy to affix boundary stones marking out, 
according to the present measurement, a breadth of 30 English feet, or 0633 acres, 
for a public road, open to the traffic of Chinese and foreigners alike, the remaining 
0069 of an acre being entrusted by the magistrate to the care of the tipao, 

In forwarding you this reply, I beg that you will instruct the Council 
accordingly.

S1r,—I have received your note of the 9th instant, informing me that the 
Municipal Council propose to make a road along the north bank of the Soochow 
Creek, between the railway and Louza Bridge, in continuation of the North 
Soochow Road, and asking me to instruct the Magistrate and Deputy to inspect 
the site and render assistance, I have also received the map accompanying your 
letter, Judging from the map I observe that the Council's proposed new road is 
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beyond, or outside of, the old bank, and that they wish to make the road by filling 
in the recent deposit outside of the said bank. Though this may be advantageous 
for traffic, yet the creek has recently silted up so as to become very shallow, and 
must be very soon deepened; the accretion near the banks being included in what 
should be excavated : so that the building of a road will obstruct the water-course, 
Moreover, the Woosung Creek, alias the Soochow Creek, is the chief artery of the 
inner waters of Kiang-su and Che-kiang Provinces: it must have a good broad 
area in order that the accumulated waters of the inner creeks may have free 
drainage ; otherwise injurious inundations must follow, a matter which concerns 
the crop-producing land of thousands upon thousands of the people of the interior, 
It is, therefore, not expedient to lightly consider the filling in of such a road, in 
such a way as might provoke the public anger, and give rise to trouble, 


Still, as you have written to ask me to order an inspection, I have instructed 
the Shanghai Magistrate and the Deputy Wang to proceed to the spot and carefully 
examine the site. On the receipt of their report I will address you again,

Sim,—Referring to your letters of the 7th and 8th instant, the receipt of which 
T have already acknowledged, I now beg to hand you translation of a letter from the 
Taotai, in reply to my communications on the various subjects which, as you 
requested, have been brought to his notice. 

With regard to the bunding of the Soochow Creek from North Honan road to 
North Shansi road, you will observe that the High Provincial Authorities being 
about to send an officer of rank to report upon the waterway, and draw up a plan 
for dredging operations, the Taotai desires to wait his arrival before taking any 
further steps. The Taotai has verbally stated to me that he thinks that a satis- 
factory arrangement can then be made, and he has promised to ask that the 
inspecting officer be despatched on his mission as soon as possible, 

As to the proposed new road, extending West from Honan road, the Taotai 
practically assents to the proposal of the Council. He cannot order Ching Chong 
to remove the houses recently built, but he has no objection to your arranging 
with the owner for their removal. 

Finally, as to the draining, lighting, etc., of the North Honan road, the greater 
part of which is the property of the Chinese Government, and which, it will be 
seen, is called by the Taotai a Government road, the Taotai states that Ching Chong, 
who is the lessee of the adjoining property, is willing to do what is required at his 
own expense. I understand, however, from what fell from the Taotai in con- 
versation, that these matters can also be arranged directly with Ching Chong, who 
is not likely to object to the proposed action of the Council.

Report of the Eurasian School, Hongkew, 1887. 


Shanghai, January 5th, 1888, 


Drak Siz,—In sending our annual application for a continuance of the grant 
80 kindly made by the Municipal Council and tho Ratepayers towards the 
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maintenance of the Eurasian School, we beg to state that the work which has 
been carried on has given us entire satisfaction, 


During the past year a change has been made in the staff of Teachers, 
Miss MELLOR resigned about Baster and Miss HoGAN was appointed in her place, 
We are happy to report that she has performed her duties with ability and 
success, 


Though both Mrs, LANNING and Miss HoGAN have been laid aside at different 
times by severe illness, the work of the school has been carried oma has not 
suffered in consequence, 


The number at present attending is 48,—42 boys and 6 girls—and we expect 
several fresh scholars after the Chinese new year. As the school now has almost 
as many as it can accommodate, we consider that an enlargement of the premises 
is imperatively demanded, and we trust that an arrangement with Mr, HANBURY 
will be made for carrying this into effect, The balance of funds at our disposal 
will be applied to this object. ‘ 


Five of the six boarders have been transferred to the Anglo-Chinese School 
as day scholars, where they are making rapid progress in their studies, 


We have examined the scholars in the subjects in which they are taught, 
and can give a favourable account of their progress, Some of the boys shew 
considerable talent in drawing, and the hand-writing of the upper classes is 
particularly good. They work arithmetical problems as far as Practice and 
Fractions. The other subjects taught are Grammar, Seonrenkyy English History, 
Dictation and Scripture. 

It is very evident, from the number attending and from the applications for 
admission, that there is great need for the Institution, and should we be able to 
increase the accommodation, as we hope to do, there will be no difficulty in 
finding additional scholars, We trust that our application for a renewal of 
the grant will receive your favourable consideration,

The annexed correspondence refers to the annoyance and incon- 
venience to which the members of the Fire Brigade are subjected at 
Fires by the foreigners and natives who crowd in upon them and inter- 
fere with the proper performance of their duties. 


Shanghai, 18th January 1887, 


Srr,—As there has been considerable confusion at fires of late in consequence 
of foreigners crowding on the necessary space required by the Firemen for the 
proper performance of their duties, I am directed by the Fire Commission to 
request that the Council will give strict instructions to the Police not to allow 
any persons within the police lines at fires unless they are officers or officials wear- 
ing the uniform, or a badge, of the Fire Department ; and the Commission also 
request the Council to give as much publicity to this notification as possible, 

I am also directed to state that it is the intention to the Fire Commission to 
issue badges of the Fire Department to Owners, Agents and others interested in 
property within the Settlements so that there may be no hindrance to any person 
going within the police lines at a fire in which their property may be endangered,

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The new badges were issued early in the year, and since then the 
Police have had instructions not to allow any one unprovided with a 
badge to pass within their lines on the occasion of a fire. 


Dracs and Grarriinc-Irons. 


The attention of the Council having been directed to the number of 
deaths from drowning which occur here in the course of the year, and the 
want of any kind of apparatus to assist in rescuing those who may fall 
into the river from any of the pontoons in the Settlement, it was some 
time since decided to provide drags and grappling-irons and to have 
them placed at different stations along the Bund, so as to be available in 
case of an accident occurring. 

Four sets of drags, etc., have now been provided, and by kind 
permission they have been placed as follows: — 

1 set on the Pontoon in front of the premises of the China 
and Japan Trading Co. 
l set at the Customs’ Shed. 
1 ,, 4 Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co.’s lodge. 
1 ,, 4, premises of the Nippon Yusen Kaisha in 
Hongkew. 
A life-buoy has also been placed at the Customs’ Shed. 


Drinxine Fountarn. 


In compliance with a suggestion from some members of the 
Community an Iron Drinking Fountain was placed in July last 
upon one of the pillars of the Public Garden at the end of the Peking 
road. 


AMBULANCE. 


An ambulance has been provided, to be available in case of accidents, 
the use of which can be obtained upon application at the Central Police 
Station, and two others have been ordered out from home, which are 
expected to arrive in a short time, one for the Hongkew, and the other 
for the Louza Police Station. 
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Removal oF GARBAGE, ETC. 


The contract made in 1886 will expire on the 30th September 1888. 
The contractor has performed his work in a satisfactory manner during 
the year, and in order to facilitate the removal of garbage from this 
Settlement he has been allowed the use of an additional boat, and two 
or three coolies, whilst the garbage collected in Hongkew is now shot 
from the carts into a scow moored in the Creek, instead of being 
deposited, as formerly, upon the Fearon road, where it remained until in 
it was removed by boats into the country. 


Srup Contract, 


The contract with Messrs. Symons, Sewser & Co. for the supply of 
the ponies required for Municipal purposes expired on the 31st December, 
and a new agreement has been made with them for two years from 
1st January 1888 to 31st December 1889, on the same terms and con- 
ditions as under the former contract, and for the same number of ponies, 
viz., 55 dranght ponies at Tls. 13 each per month, and 4 harness ponies 
at Tis. 15 each. 


Mowicrrau Srarr. 


Legal Adviser.—The agreement with Mr. A. Rosixsoy to act as 
Legal Adviser to the Council was renewed for another year from the 
1st March 1887 to the 29th February 1888. 


Accountant.—Mr. Ponp having been granted leave for nine months 
at the beginning of the year, an arrangement was made with 
Mr. Drummonp Hay to act as Accountant during his absence; and the 
Council have much pleasure in putting on record that Mr. Hay per- 
formed the duties entrusted to him to their entire satisfaction. 
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Mr. Ponp returned from leave in November last, and resumed his 
post as Accountant. 


Assistant in Nuisance Department.—The Council have to regret the 
death of Mr. Perers, in July last, who had been Assistant in the 
Nuisance Department since 1874. In recognition of his long service, 
and of the satisfactory manner in which he‘always performed his duties, 
a gratuity of Tls. 370, or six months’ pay, was granted to his widow.

AGREEMENTS, 


The agreements of the Bandmaster, Signor Veta, and the 
musicians terminated on the 30th September last. The Bandmaster 
and 18 of the musicians having expressed their willingness to sign a 
new agreement, the Committee addressed a letter to the Council on 
the 26th August, recommending that fresh contracts should be made in 
both cases for 2 years and 9 months from October Ist, thus bringing 
the termination of the agreements to the 30th June 1890 and within 
a reasonable period of the date of the Ratepayers’ Meeting of that year. 
The Committee also recommended that Mr. Cosra’s services should 
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be engaged for a similar term, as he is very useful, and would be 
specially instructed by Signor Vena to take charge of and conduct the 
Band in cases of emergency. 


The Council fully concurred in the recommendations of the~ 
Committee, and new contracts have been signed on the terms before 
stated, 


The Band is now composed of 1 Bandmaster and 20 musicians, 
The Committee are of opinion that it would be desirable for the : 
effectiveness of the Band to obtain three more musicians from Manila; 
thus bringing the strength up to 23 men, and propose taking steps to 
obtain the men next Spring, so as to have them properly trained in 
time for the open-air concerts next Summer. 


Music anv Insrruments. 


A Repertoire of the Band, compiled by Mr. D. Hay, Acting 
Secretary, has been printed during the year. It comprises, for the 
full Military Band, 32 Overtures and Symphonies, 72 Selections from 
Operas, 59 unclassed pieces, 83 Military and other Marches, 107 
Waltzes, 58 Polkas, Mazurkas, etc., 24 Galops and 22 Quadrilles; and 
for the Orchestral Band, 18 Overtures, Symphonies, and unclassed 
pieces, 137 Waltzes and 77 other pieces of Dance Music, The total 
number of pieces being 671. 

Nearly all of the musical instruments are in good order. It will 


be necessary to purchase a few new instruments next year, the cost of 
which will be about Tls. 40. - 


AGreEment with tue Trusters oF THe Recreation Funp ror 
Hire or Musicat Instruments, ETC, 
The Committee are glad to state that the Council have settled the 
claim of the Trustees of the Recreation Fund for hire of musical 
instruments, furniture, music, etc., made by the Committee of 1881. 


Quarters ror THE Musicrans. 
The old quarters of the musicians having been found unsuitable, 
the Committee have rented comfortable houses for the men and a large 
room for practice. 
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Revisep Tarirr or Caanrces. 


A revised tariff of charges, on a reduced scale, for hire of the Band 
has been made during the year. 


Income and ExpenpiTure. 


The net Expenditure for the year has been Taels 5,780.03, against 
Taels 5,878.56 in 1886, being Taels 219.97 less than the appropriation 
voted by the Ratepayers. The receipts for private performances of the 
Band have been Tls. 1,417.78, against Tls. 1,361.76 in 1886. 

‘The Accounts for this year and Estimate for 1888, will be found 
on pages 208 and 209. 


Genenat Remarks, 


The Band played 129 times during the year in the Public Garden 
and in the Garden of the French Municipal Council, and 5 times on the 
Cricket Ground. 


With the exception of one man, who had to be sent back to 
Manila, the health of the Musicians has been very good, and their 
conduct excellent, no cause of complaint having been received during 
the year. Signor Vexa's Report for the year is appended.

to allow any persons within the lines at fires unless in uniform or wearing 
a badge of the Fire Brigade. The two Councils have kindly issued the 
necessary instructions much to the convenience and effective working of 
the Brigade, 


Warter—Hypnants, 


Considerable expense, inconvenience, and delay has been caused at 
fires in consequence of persons putting stones in the water-hydrants, 
and the Commission have addressed a letter to the Council on the 
subject asking them to devise some means which will do away with this 
serious drawback to the efficiency of the Brigade. The hydrants have 
proved most useful in stopping the spread of fires on several occasions 
during the year. 


The thanks of the community are due to the officers and men of 


_ the various men-of-war in port for their assistance at fires, and to the 


police, who have rendered valuable services.

The Steam-Launch has been thoroughly overhauled and is in perfect 
working order.

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In estimating the Income for 1888 the amounts to be received on 
account of the Land Tax, Foreign and Native House Tax, License Fees 
and Dues on Goods are put down at nearly the same as last year, but as 
the number of unoccupied houses has decreased very considerably during 
the past year, whilst building operations on an extensive scale have been 
and are still being carried on both in this Settlement and in Hongkew, 
jt is evident that the native population must have increased very 

. considerably, and it may therefore be fairly anticipated that the receipts 
for the Native House Tax and License Fees will again exceed the estimates, 

Numerous complaints having recently been made about the inter- 
ruption to traffic caused by the number of wheel-barrows now employed 
in transporting goods about the Settlements, and the damage done by 
them to the roads, the Council recommend that the license fee for 
them, which at present is only 400 cash per month, should be raised 
to 1,000 cash per month. 

The Net Expenditure recommended, after deducting the amounts paid 
into the Sinking Fund and appropriated to the payment of Debentures, 
is about Tls, 338,000, against Tls. 331,000 last year. 

The Police Estimates are slightly in excess of last year, provision 
having been made for 329 men, against 310, whilst there is also an 
increase in the amount provided to meet the claims for merit and 
deferred pay. 

The usual amounts have been provided for the Sanitary and 
Nuisance Departments but for Lighting there is an increase of Tls. 1,000, 
as it will be necessary in the course of the year to have a considerable 
addition to the number of gas-lamps in both Settlements. 

The same sum as last year has been provided for the Supply of 
Water for Municipal purposes. The present Agreement with the Company 
will terminate on the 30th June, when a new arrangement will require 
to be made, 

For Public Works the amount is much the same as last year, there 
being a decrease in the appropriations for Bridges, Drainage, and 
Landing-stages, and a proportionate increase for Buildings and Road 
Material, in which is included Tls. 9,000 for concrete for the Market Site, 
and Bund Side-walk. For the Public Garden there is an increase of 
Tis, 2,500, being the estimated cost of a new Zron Pavilion for the Band 
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performances. For the Volunteers, Town Band, Fire Department, 
Lurasian School, etc., the usual contributions are provided, and for the 
French Orphanage the sum of Tis. 1,000, as this amount has been 
annually voted by the Ratepayers for a good many years, 


The sum of Tls. 20,500, which the Council recommend to be paid 
into the Sinking Fund, includes Tls. 10,000, which is annually appro- 
priated for the redemption of Debentures, 


The amount at the credit of this Fund on the 31st December was 
Tis. 18,900, which with the Tls. 20,500 now recommended to be paid in 
and accrued interest to 80th June next, will make a total of Tis. 40,000 
to be employed in paying off a portion of the Loan 1882. 


The Council recommend that the following Rates and Taxes be 
levied :-— . 
On Land.—4/10ths of 1 per cent per annum on assessed values, _ 


On Houses occupied by Foreigners.—8 per cent per annum on the 
actual or assessed rental, 


On Houses occupied by Natives.—10 per cent on the actual rental, 
‘Dues on Merchandize.—That the present tariff be continued. 


License Fees.—The present scale to be maintained except for 
wheel-barrows, the fee for which they recommend should be raised to 
1,000 cash each per month, 

They suggest that the Ratepayers authorize the incoming Council 
to collect as under :— 


Land Tax.—Half-yearly in advance, on and after the Ist days of 
January and July respectively. 


General Municipal Rute—Foreign.—Quarterly in advance, on and 
after the Ist days of January, April, July and October respectively,

appear advisable, in advance, on and after the 1st January. 


Dues on Merchandize.—Monthly.
